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CANAL SCHEME DEFEATED ? 
bpponents of $26,000,000 Bill Say 
They Have It Beaten.

ALBANY, April 15.—The ‘opponents of 
the $26,000,000 Canal Improvement bill are 
confident to-night that they have the meas- 
ure beaten. Théy do not expect to stop 
its passage in the Senate, but say it will 
mot pass the Assembly. 

There was some lively agitation here to- 
night over the canal project. Assemblyman 
O'Malley of Erie, the leader of the canal 
forces in the Assembly, had circulated 


among the members «a pamphlet containing 





the resolutions in favor of the $26,000,000 
improvement bill passed by the New York 
Canal Forwarders’ Association. But the 
effect of this was more than offset by 
work against the bill, led by Frank 5S. 
Gardner, the ‘Secretary of the Board of 
Trade and Transportation. 

Mr. Gardner and Messrs. Mead and Mc- 
Connell of the Merchants’ Association did 
some effective work in the Assembly. They 
claim to have changed a number of votes, 
and predict that the bill is dead. They saw 
nearly every member of the New York 
delegation, and made it plain to them that 
the interests of New York would not be 
subserved by the passage of the $26,000,000 
bill. They repre gented the pending bill 
as a move to kill off the barge canal 
project, which is what New York .City 
wants. 

‘I do not believe now,” said Mr. Gard- 
ner, ‘“‘that Buffalo was really ever sin- 
cere in ner advocacy of the barge canal 
project The Buffalo people know well 
enough that if we had a 1,000-ton barge 
canal, a great number of the barges would 
come direct from the great lakes to New 
York without unloading Buffalo's inter- 
est is in having a transfer of cargoes at 
that point.’’ 

Mr. Gardner's attention was called to the 
circular of the Canal Forwarders’ Associa- 
tion of New York City in favor of the 
twenty-six-million-dollar improvement. He 
said that association represented the rail- 
road interests more than it did that of the 
canals. The organizations against any fur- 
ther canal improvement, except under the 
plan for a barge canal, were practically 
unanimous, he said. 

Assemblyman M. E. Lewis, who is the 
leader of the anti-canal forces in the As- 
sembly, said to-night that the anti-canal

Senator Davis introduced a bill to-night 
designed to help curtail the expense of im- 


proving the canal. It provides that 6 per 
cent. of the convicts in the-State prisons 
shall, in the event of the passage of the 


twenty-six-million-dollar improvement act, 
be placed at work on the canal. The Super- 
intendent of Public Works shall designate 
the sections on which the work is to be 
done, and shall erect barracks for the tem- 
porary care of the convicts and pay their 
living expenses and the expense of guarding 
them, taking it out of the appropriation for 
the new canal. 


THE STEEL TRUST ABROAD. 
Mr. Morgan Said to Have Declared It 


Will Only Meet Legitimate De- 


mands—A £300 Dog. 

LONDON, April 16.—The Daily Mail says 
this morning: 

“Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan’s investments 
in British enterprises have thus far been 
confined to the purchase of a Scotch collie 
for £300. We are informed that the follow- 
ing is an authentic expression of his views: 

“He declares that the Steel Trust will 
not make a spectally aggressive fight for 
the centrol of the British market. On the 
contrary, it will only meet legitimate de- 
mands, and will spoil the popular theory 
that American steel and iron for foreign 
busire ss represent purely the surplus pro- 
duction 

“ As a matter of fact—still stating Mr. 
Morgan’s position—the concerns comprised 
in the trust are full up with orders for 
fully nine months forward. Probably Lon- 
don will become the headquarters of the 
corporation's foreign business.”’ 


CHANGES IN THE PLANET EROS. 


Marked Variations in Its Light Puzzle 
the Astronomers.

BOSTON, April 15.—Eros, the little planet 
that has been watched so closely by astron- 
omers lately on account of its nearness to 
the earth, has recently taken an additional 
interest. Until within a short time Eros 
has been observed simply on account,of its 
position, by means of which it is hoped 
to determine more closely the distance be- 


tween the earth and the sun. This Spring 


the planet has shown marked changes in 
light. and is the first of the asteroids in

which variation of light has been firmly 
established. 

It has been found by the Harvard ob- 
fervers that the intensity of the light 


changes sometimes two or three time in as 
many hours. This is accounted for in two 
Ways: Some astronomers think that one 
side of the planet is dark and the other 
light, and that as it revolves first the light 
and then the dark side is presented to the 
watchers on earth; other observers, and es- 
pecially those in Europe, believe that the 
planet is double and that the two spheres 
so revolving around one another first pre- 
sent their combined light and then only the 
light of one. The planet is believed to re- 
volve in five hours.

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“MORTGAGE TAX MEASURE. 


Republican Caucus Decides to Pass the 
Stranahan Bill—Will Yield One-half 
of 1 Per Cent. on $1,000,000,000. 
ALBANY, April 15.—The Senate Repub- 
lican to-night decided to pass the 
Stranahan mortgage tax Dill. This bill 
a mortgages held py individuals one- 
1alf of 1 per cent., giving one-third of the 
evenues thus collected to the localities 

two-thirds to the State. The mort- 
gages generally held by corporations, 
banks, and trust companies are exempt. 

The mortgages in the State in 1890 were 
estimated to be worth $1,670,000,000, and 
this year a conservative estimate places 
their value at $1,990,000,000, Of this amount 
over $1,000,000,000 would be taxable under 
the bill, and that would mean a revenue 
to the State of about $3,400,000, and to the 
localities of $1,670,000, 

In some localities the tax on mortgages 
is over 2 per cent., and a great many mort- 
gages now escape taxation The bill pro- 
vides a penalty for failure to file the mort- 
gage and pay the tax. The tax in Pennsyl- 
vania is 4 mills, a mill lower than the 
proposed tax lists. f

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


W. D. Foulke of Indiana Talks of the 
Merit System Under the Pres- 
ent Administration. 

Special The New York 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—‘‘ The Carnegie 
of civil service reform has not come,” said 
William Dudley Foulke of Indiana, Chair- 
man of a committee of investigation of the 
National Civil Reform League, in 
a conversation to-day. He said that Presi 
dent Harrison put off until near the close 
of his Administration the inclusion of the 
free delivery offices in the classified serv- 
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ice. All the gains have been legacies from 
departing Administrations. Mr. Foulke did 
not think the criticism of Mr. Cleveland 
fair, that he issued his blanket order to 
embarrass his successor. 

‘‘T have no doubt,” he said, ‘‘ it was his 
genuine desire to promote the merit sys- 
tem which led to the order.”’ 

It was his opinion that when Cleveland's 
Administration closed the places in the 
Classified service were pretty evenly di- 
vided between the two parties, and that 
more would have been done by Postmaster 
General Wilson toward classifying fourth- 
class Post Offices if Congress haa not gol 
in the way. 

“What do you think has been gained or 


lest to civil service reform during the pres- 
ent Administration’ ”’ 


A great mary civil service reformers,” 
replied Mr. Foulke, ‘‘ have been very blue, 
saying that we have gone back a long 


way. since McKinley became President; but 
I think myself that we have gained quit« 
aS much as we have lost. The great cause 
of complaint is said to be the President's 
coder of May, 1#99. It was claimed at the 
time, and believed by all of us, that more 
than 10,000 places had keen taken out ol 
the classified service by that order. Re- 
cent developments show, however, that the 
number is not so large. About 3,400 places 


vere excepted from examination by that 
crder, in additicr. to about 500 by the order 
of July, 18°7, vhich makes about 4,000 
places in all.” 

Mr. Foulke regards the relaxation of 
rules and “iolaticns of the law as much 
more important than the number of places 
excepted. To follow up the practice of 
rermitting men to pess examinations for 


transfer from one branch of the service to 
another would upset the entire system of 
competitive examirations. This refers toa 
method d'scovered by. a. Post. Office , De- 
partment officer who adopted tHe plan of 
stocking small offices with new employes 
when they were ubout to be made free de- 
livery offices, the competitive examinations 
being evaded. Reckless reinstatements and 


too many temporary appointments were 
being looked into, the danger from: rein- 


statements being that one party could put 
out new employes and put back old ones, 
leading directly to the evil complained of 
before the civil service law was passed. 
To offset the unfavorable conditions aris- 
ing from the causes referred to, Mr. Foulke 
found great gains under the present Ad- 
ministration, not the least of which was 
the arresting of the system of removing 
employes upon tremped-up charges. It is 
his opinion that the President is entitled 
io some of the credit for preventing the 
Congress at its last session from indulging 
in the oft-repeated farce of voting out the 
civil service appropriation in committee of 
the whole and voting it back in the’ House. 
‘*But the most important gains of all,’’ 
he added, ‘‘ have been those in our new 
insular territory. The competitive system 
has been extended to the Federal service 
in all of this new territory, and in the 
Philippine Islands the best civil service 
law ever devised has been enacted by the 
Philippine Commission. Numerically, this 
gain may not be very large, but it is the 
planting of the seed which gives promise 
of the best possible government for our 
new possessions, and I believe that, as the 
reform of the civil service of Great Britain 
began with her Indian empire and came 
back from Eengal to England, so the fuli 
fruition of our competitive system may 
come through the Philippine Islands back 
to many of our own States and Terri- 
tories.’’ 


MR. RODENBERG IN OFFICE. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Ex-Represent- 
ative Rodenberg of Illinois to-day began 
his official duties as a member of the Civil 
Service Commission. All the employes of 
the commission were introduced to him. 
Later the board held a session and trans- 
acted business that had been waiting for a 
considerable time pending a meefing of a 
majority of its members. 

When asked to-day regarding his civil 
service policy, Mr. Rodenberg said: *‘I cer- 
tainly believe in the spirit of civil service 
reform, and I will execute and enforce the 
law to the best of my ability.” 
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A FORTUNE FOR DR. REYLING. 


Comes to Former New Yorker Through 


the Death of His Mother.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 15.—Mrs. 
Catherina Estrino Demuro of Havana, 
Cuba, one of the wealthiest women of 
the island, died in Kansas City to-day 
while on a visit to her scn, Dr. F. T. Rey- 
ling. She had resolutely remained in Ha- 
vana of her large interests, and 
cnly left after her son kad visited her and 
begged her to leave. She had been here 
two weeks. 

Mrs. Demuro was born in Havana sev- 
enty-seven years ago and belonged to one 
of the aristocratic families of the city. 
When little more than a girl she was mar- 
ried to Herr Reyling, the first German Con- 
sul of Cuba. Dr. Reyling of Kansas City is 
her only child. One month before the 
qhild’s birth the Consul died. Herr Rey- 
ling had accumulated a fortune of more 
than $3,000,000, It included much property 
in New York, as well as in Havana. Mrs. 
Reyling married again, but her second hus-

band died. Her fortune will now go to Dr. 
Reyling, It is somewhat shrunken, but he 
will be a millionaire. He makes frequent 
visits to New York, where he is closely 


identified with the Cuban and Spanish col- 
ony. The fortune which comes to him is 
largely in cash and securities. 

Dr. Reyling is married, and although he 
has been in Kansas City only five vears 
he has built up a good practice and stands 
high in the profession. He is considered 
one of the best microgcopists in the West. 
Refore coming West he was well known in 
New York, where he practiced medicine.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Reports that 
Capt. James C. Reed of the Commissary 
Department has been placed under arrest 
in Manila for participation in the commis- 
sary frauds cannot be verified at the War 
Department.

Reed is a volunteer officer and had been 
recommended for appointment in the regu- 
lararmy. He hada good record, and, it is 
saic, would probably have been appointed. 
It was admitted at the department to-day 
that the recommendation for his appoint- 
mer: had been withdrawn. 

Capt. Reed is a Pennsylvanian, hailing 
from Pittsburg, and was for some months 


at West Point. After his entry into the 
volunteer army he was in the_ transport 
service between New York and Havana.

OLD CANAL MAY BE SOLD. 








Court Will Take Up Chesapeake and 
Ohio Case Saturday. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, April 15.—The State Board 
of Public Works to-day decided to oppose 
any extension of the Trusteeship of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Canal and to try to 
force the sale of the historic waterway 
which has cost the State of Maryland 
many millions of dollars. The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company controls the 
property, President Cowen and others in- 
terested in the road being the Trustees. 

The case comes up next Saturday in the 
courts. The Baltimore and Ohio will fight 
to prevent a sale in order to keep the canal 
from falling into the possession of rival 
railroad interests. The West Virginia Cen- 
tral and the syndicate that is also after 
the Western Maryland Railroad are likely 
to be bidders for the canal if the sale is 
ordered. They want it for a roadbed from 
the Georges Creek and Cumberland bitumi- 
nous coal fields to tidewater. 

The cunal is the oldest in the country 
and extends from Cumberland to Wash- 
ington, 180 miles. Maryland's financial in- 
vestment in it consists of bonds and stocks 
to the amount originally of $7,000,000 and 
accrued interest, making a total of over 
$30,000,000. In 1844 the Legislature waived 
the State’s right to a prior lien, in favor 
of bonds to the amount of $1,900,000. The 
Trustees for these are now operating the 
canal under an order of the court. The 


West Virginia Central some time ago of- 
ferred the State $350,000 for it’s controlling 
interest in the canal and the Baltimore and 
Ohio bid $50,000 higher. 


MARKSMEN ON THE WISCONSIN. 
Crew of the New Warship Shows a 
High Average in Practice.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 15,.—-The new 


battleship Wisconsin arrived to-day direct 
from Magdalena Bay. Capt. Reiter reports 


that she not only proved an excellent sea 
boat, but that target practice showed the 
crew embraced a very high average of 


crack marksmen with all guns, from the 
thirteen-inch down, 

In target practice, at Magdalena, every 
gun was fired, and interesting results were 
obtained. The thirteen-inch guns were 
fired, one with brown and the other with 
smokeless powder. Thé concussion when 
these were fired was terrific. It broke 
panels in the Captain’s cabin and upset a 
a desk chair. The carpenter, who 
was in a distant part of the ship, had his 
hat blown off and carried six feet, 

On shore the outlines of a war ship were 
traced in white on a cliff and the practice 
showed great accuracy at from 2,600 to 3,400 
vards. In the sea and shere practice 137 
men proved to be first-class marksmen, 
and 156 second class, out of a crew of 444, 
which is a high average. On the return run 
the vessel made 11% knots, with only six 
boilers in use.

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SURFACE LINES BLOCKADED. 


Horse Steps in Car Fender and Stops 
All Traffic—The Driver: 
Stands Guard. 


A big bay horse, its feet entangled in the 
fron bars of an electric car fender and held 
as securely as if in the jaws of a steel 
trap, lay at the corner of Sixth Avenue 
and Thirty-fourth Street for three-quarters 
of an hour last night, during which time 
his dilemma caused confusion and a block- 
ade of three of the important surface lines, 
the cars being laden with passengers to 
overflowing. 

The driver of the horse, John B. Radigan 
of 213 East Thirty-fifth Street, and the mo- 
torman of the car bearing the detached 
fender met at Sixth Avenue and Thirty- 
fourth Street shortly after 8 o’clock, and 
each decided at the same instant that to 
him belonged the right of way. Radigan 
urged his horse across Sixth Avenue and 
the motorman increased his speed. The 
horse balked, and, instead of continuing 
across the avenue, walked deliberately upon 
the fender of the car. He succeeded in 
wrecking the fender—at least it was a 
wreck after he was safely extricated—but 
much to his own discomfiture. 

The motorman jerked back the crank, 
which threw the passengers in the car 
from their feet, and the car stopped. The 
horse then lay down, directly in the centre 
of the complicated tracks of the Sixth Ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth Street lines. The 
cars soon accumulated, and the belated 

assengers grew uneasy. The crowd, too, 

ncreased in size every minute, and soon a 

latoon of police was summoned from the 

Vest Thirtieth Street Station. 

The real trouble began when the motor- 
men from the different cars decided to ap- 
Ply ropes to the horse’s feet and drag him 
off the tracks The driver covered his 
horse's hvad with a bag, hugged him tight- 
ly round the neck, spoke kind words to 
him to allay his fright, if he really was 
frightened, and threatened to sue the rail- 
road cumpany for damages if the horse 
was removed in this manner. 

‘“*Can’t you'’se guys see that it will break 
his legs to drag him with ropes?”’ he asked, 
and his question enlisted an army of sym- 
pathizers. But the horse, if he enlisted 
Sympathy from one element of the crowd, 
was the provocation for gn outburst of 
profanity from the hungry and chilled pas- 
sengers in the cars. They shouted, 
“Drag him off,” ‘Shoot him,’ to the 
railroad employes, and the employes con- 
sidered the advisability of obeying them. 

“There can't any one else touch dis 
horse but the Bergh Society,’ challenged 
the driver. 

‘That's right,’’ shouted the humane ele- 
ment, and the policemen declined to inter- 
fere and formed a bodyguard around the 
prostrate animal. 

It was now 9 o'clock and the lines of the 
lighted cars grew longer. The passengers 
bound homeward and theatregoers bound 
downtown grew more and more impatient. 
Then the gong of the emergency wagon of 
the railroad company was heard ringing 
and the horses dashed up to the scene. In 
a few minutes the iron bars that held the 
horse captive were severed by a pair of 
shar liers and the animal was brought 
to his feet. 

The driver of the wagon then demanded 
of the motorman the number of the car 
and his name. He refused to give this in- 
formation and the driver again refused to 
remove himself from the track till it was 
furnished. Half a dozen Inspectors of the 
railroad had in the meanwhile arrived on 
the scene and ordered the car to proceed. 
The motorman obeyed, and Driver Radi- 
gan jumped on the front platform. The 
policemen agreed that he was right, and 
they, by the half dozen, boarded the car. 
Policeman Williams of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station, going to the front platform, 
ordered the Motorman to stop the car.. He

The body 
of the child was badly cut and bruised, anc 
Mrs. Haines said that it was subject to fits 
and might have injured herself. The father 
ot the child alleges that its death was ac- 
cidenta!, and that it was delicate, and was 
always having falls and other mishaps. 

The testimony taken to-day was that Mrs. 
Haines had beaten the child almost twice 
a day during several months, and, accord- 
ing to the physicians who performed the au- 
topsy, this was the cause of death. A wo- 
man who was employed by Mrs. Haines tes- 
tified to the beating and said that on one 


occasion she heard the woman exclaim: 
‘*My, how hard it is to kill the brat! ” 
Other neighbors testified to the harsh treat- 
ment the girl had received. 
It was further testified by the physicians 
that Gwendolin's body contained seven 
and a half ounces of arsenic, more than 
enough to kill. In the cross-examination 
the defenSe tried to claim that the em- 
balming fluid had contained the poison, 
but this was denied by the undertaker. 
Mr. Haines was not present at his wife's 
hearing to-day. Sustice Zeyler held Mrs. 
Haines for the Grand Jury.

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WEALTHY MAN KILLED 
IN A RUNAWAY 


E.R. Bartlett Thrown from Wagon, 
His Head Caught in Wheel. 








Bolted and His Neck Was 
Broken — Former Treasurer of 


Horse 


Maintenance Company. 





Ernest Russell Bartlett, a wealthy young 
business man and member of a well-known 
family, was killed in a runaway accident 
in St. Nicholas Avenue last evening. He 
was about thirty-one years old, and occu- 


pied handsome bachelor apartments in the } 


Benedick, 80 Washington Square East. 

He was driving down the avenue in what 
is known as a covert cart, a high-sided, 
four-wheeled vehicle, when at One Hundred 
and Seventeenth Street his wagon wheel 
struck a large stone lying in the roadway, 
which had doubtless been dropped from 
some truck or wagon that had gone by that 
point. 

Mr. Bartlett was thrown forward by the 
impact, and as he pitched from the wagon 
his head struck on the tire of the right 
front wheel of the vehicle. 

The horse, a_ spirited 
reins loosened, turned completely around 
and started north up the avenue, when it 
was seen, by horrified witnesses of the ac- 
cident, that the driver had not fallen clear 
of his wagon, but that his head had in some 
way become wedged between the wheel 
and the box of his wagon. The horse after 
it turned started on a gallop up the avenue. 

Several persons ran from the sidewalk 
to try to rescue the unfortunate man. The 
first to reach the horse's head were Fred- 
erick Kelly of 113 East One Hundred and 
Twenty-sixth Street, and George Kluck of 
127 West One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street, and Policeman Newschafer of the 
West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street 
Station. 

They then extricated the man, who was 
urconscious though breathing heavily, and 
carried him into a drug store at Seventh 
Avenue and One Hundred and Fighteenth 
Street, where he died in a few minutes and 
before Dr. Adams, ambulance surgeon at 
the J. Hood Wright Hospital, who had been 
bastily summoned, could arrive. 

He examined the body more 
than is usually done in such cases, 
gave it as his opinion that Mr. Bartlett 
had been stunned by the fall against the 
wheel, and had become fastened through 
his inability to help himself. The doctor 
said that his neck had probably been 
broken while he was being dragged the

learned from cards which were found in 
the pockets of the clothing, together with 
a large roll of bills, a valuable goid watch 
and chain, and other costly jewelry. 

The police sent word to the Benedick, 
and in a short time Frederick C. Mills, 
who also lives there, came and fully iden- 
tified the body. He said that Mr. Bartlett 
used to live in West Seventy-seventh 
Street, and had only recently come to the 
Washington Avenue house to live, and that 
his acquaintanceship with him dated from 
that time. 

They had spent the early evening togeth- 
er at the Benedick. He made arrangements 
for the removal of the body. Mr. Mills 
Said he was not very well acquainted with 
Mr. Bartlett, nor could he give the names 
or — addresses of any. of his relatives or 
riends. 


He knew that he had formerly lived in 
West Seventy-seventh Street, and owned 
the horse and carriage by which he was 


killed, generally going driving every after- 
noon. 

Mr. Bartlett, according to the proprietor 
of the Benedick, was until two months ago 
Treasurer of the Maintenance Company, a 
company for the examination and inspec- 
tion of electric machinery. He resigned 
about that time, and has since been organ- 
izing a company of some kind. 

Col. Franklin Bartlett was seen at his 
home last evening and asked if he knew the 
man who had been killed and he replied 
that he did not. ‘* The only relative I have 
here is Judge Bartlett,’’ he added. 


RUNAWAY ON BROADWAY. 


Broken Carriage Pole Frightens the 
Horses—Stampede for Safety Among 
People in, the Street. 

The breaking of the pole of the carriage 
driven by Henry Dugan of West Fif- 
tieth Street at Thirtieth Street and Broad- 
way last night caused the horses attached 
to the vehicle to run away, creating con-

A newsboy whose name 
could not be obtained was kicked on the 
leg by one of the horses. The fence was 
badly damaged. Dugan stuck to his seat 
and escaped injury. 


CENSORSHIP IN RUSSIA. 


The Rule Extends Even to Advertising 
Matter Printed Here for Circula- 


tion in That Country. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Consul General 
W. R. Holloway, at St. Petersburg, in a 
report to the State Department tells of the 
rigid censorship of all matter printed in the 
Russian language. This censorship extends 
even to advertising matter, and of this Mr. 
Holloway says: 

** Several American exporters, desiring to 
reach the trade in their respective lines in 
Russia, ordered catalogues and other ad- 
vertising matter printed in New York in the 
Russian language and shipped them to Rus- 
sia, to be addressed and mailed by agents 
in Russia; but the advertising matter was 
refused admission because they had not 
complied with the Russian laws governing 
the censorship of the press, which requires 
that everything printed in the Russian 
language must receive the approval of the 
chief of the Central Committee of Foreign 
Censorship before it can be admitted or cir- 
culated in Russia. 

** American exporters who desire to circu- 
late advertising matter printed in the Rus- 
sian language in Russia, must address a 
xetition to his Excellency Count Alexander 
fouravieff, Chief of the Central Commit- 
tee of Foreign Censorship, describing the 
character of the publication and its pur- 
pose, to which must be attached two copies 
of the publication for which admission is 
desired, praying for permission to admit 
and circulate the same in Russia. 

“To this petition must be attached two 
Russian revenue stamps of the value of 
1.60 rubles, (84 cents,) preferably two of 
8) kopecks (42 cents) each. This petition 
will be more likely to receive immediate 
attention if written in the Russian or 
French language, though the same would 
be translated and forwarded if sent direct 
to the United States Ambassador or Consul 
General at St. Petersburg, if accompanied 
by the amount necessary to purchase the 
revenue stamps. 

‘Incendiary matter has been circulated 
in every form in Russia; hence the authori- 
ties censor everything that is printed as 
rigidly as they did a century ago.”

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}. A. KASSON’S DETERMINATION. 


Refuses Pay for His Services Because 
the Senate Did Not Ratify the 
Treaties He Arranged. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—The remarka- 
ble announcement is made here that John 
A. Kasson, Special Commissioner to ar- 
range reciprocity treaties for the United 
States, has declined to receive compensa- 
tion for his services, since the Senate has 
signified its disapproval of the treaties he 
arranged with France, Great Britain, Ar- 
gentina, Nicdragua, Ecuador, several of 
the British islands in the West Indies, and 
other countries, thus repudiating the pol- 


icy .advocated by the President and the 
instructions of the Dingley law. 

Mr. Kasson has not lost faith in the reci- 
procity idea, nor does he consider that the 
treaties negotiated were to the disadvan- 
tage of the United States, but he is unwill- 
ing to accept compensation for occupying 
an office the occupant of which is not per- 
mitted to render any effective service. 

Before going South, at the close of Con- 
gress, to seek rest, Mr. Kasson offered his 
resignation to the President, who dia not 
accept it, but personally requested Mr. Kas- 
son to ¥etain his position. This is regarded 
as an indication that the President has not 
lost hope: that the Senate may yet accept 
some of the reciprocity treaties prepared 
with the assistance of Mr. Kasson, and 
that he hopes to induce the Senate to take 
a different view of the subject. The Sen- 
ate is responsible for the Dingley law and 
the recommendation for reciprocity, and it 
is expected that it will not persist in repu- 
diating its own action by refusing to grant 
the concessions permitted under the Ding- 
ley law. 

When Mr. Kasson finds that his work is 
to be considered by the Senate he will be 
ready to accept pay for his services. 





Roswell Miller Says Negotiations for 
the Purchase of the St. Paul Road 
Will Not Be Renewed. 
CHICAGO, April 15.—Roswell Miller, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad 
Company, asserted to-day that the negotia- 
tions looking to the purchase of his com- 
pany by James J. Hill were off and would 
not be renewed, and that there was no 
doubt Hill had obtained control of the Bur- 
lington. When asked about the St. Paul 

deal, Mr. Miller said: 

‘“‘There was a time when it looked as if 
Mr. Hill and the interests associated with 
him might obtain the St. Paul Road, but 
that time is past and negotiations will not 
be renewed. While I am not officially ac- 
quainted with the facts, there is no doubt 
in my mind that Mr. Morgan and Mr. Hill 
hgve acquired the Burlington. With the 
Burlington deal ©. H. Harriman, contrary 
to the general opinion, has nothing to do. 
It is distinctively a Morgan-Hill deal, and 
not a Harriman-Hill deal, and that is why 
the Erie figures so prominently in it.” 

‘*Do you apprehend any il) effects for the 
St. Paul by reason of the new alliance?” 
was asked, 

‘Certainly not. What has the St. Paul 
to fear from a combination of the North- 
ern lines and the Burlington? The Great 
Northern aud Northern Pacific deliver con- 
siderable business to the St. Paul and get 
a good deal from us. [In my judgment it 
would simply be idiotic for Northern lines 
to make any discrimination between their 
connections.. As a business proposition it 
would be foolish, and Mr. Hill is too wise 
to attempt such a move. In any event, the 
St. Paul,would be in a_position to protect 
its interésts and would undoubtedly do so.’ 

Questioned regarding St. Paul plans, 
Mr. Miller said: 

“There is no foundation for the rumor 
that the St. Paul is going to capitalize its 
surplus and extend into Northwest terri- 
tory.” 

‘Is it true that James J. Hill owns one- 
sixth of the St. Paul stock and is using it 
to block extension moves by the St. Paul?”’ 

“There is not a word of truth in the 
statement. So far as I know, Mr. Hill does 
not own a dollar of St. Paul stock.” 











PIPE LINES FOR TEXAS OIL. 


Company Which Bought Beaumont 
Gusher to Begin Work at Once. 
Special to The New York Times. 
BEAUMONT, Texas, April 15.—At an ex- 
ecutive meeting this morning of the Direct- 
ors of the National Oil and Pipe Line Com- 
pany, the big corporation which purchased 
the oil gusher for $1,250,000, it was decided 
to secure right of way and place contracts 
for laying pipe lines to the Gulf immediate- 
ly. Storage tanks and pumping stations are 


to be put in these contracts, entailing an 
outlay of several million dollars. 

The idea of the company is to open up 
markets for the Beaumont oil without wait- 
ing for the Standard Oil Company to act. 
The National has already received orders 
for fuel oil that would seem to justify the 
entire outlay for the plant. A steamer and 
barge line to New Orleans and Galveston 
is to be put in operation at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Excitement here is unabated, and money 
for investment in oil lands is pouring in tn 
enormous amounts. Some fifty oil compa- 
nies have been organized here so far, but 
nost of them have yet to strike oil. In a 
few days the Oil Exchange here will begin 
listing all the substantial oil companies. 


ACTRESS SUES FOR $30,000. 


Asks for Damages from Railroad— 


Miss Brandon Testifies.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., April 15.—The 
trial of the action brought by Actress Etta 


Kellogg Williams of Rice’s ‘When We 
Were Twenty-one’ Company against the 
New York Central Railroad Company to re- 
cover $30,000 damages was opened in this 


city to-day before Judge Marean and a jury 


in the Supreme Court. Miss Williams al- 
leges that last October, when her company 
was en route from Troy to Gloversville, 
she was thrown violently against the iron 
railing of the car platform by the sudden 


starting of the train after it had stopped at 
Fonda, where the company changed cars. 
Medical experts say the injuries received to 
her back and pe will cause creeping paral- 
ysis and that her injuries will be perma- 
nent. 

The principal witness of the day’s session 
was Ethel Brandon, who took the part of 
“ Firefly ’ in the cast with Miss Williams. 
Miss Brandon said it was a most terrific 
jar and threw her over the car seats. The 
witness said she had been an actress for 
twenty-one years. and before that time had 
given massage treatment. This she used 
to good effect on Miss Williams every 
night after the performance until she left 
the company last December. 

Miss Brandon was very fearful of telling 
only what she knew, stating to the Court: 


‘““T know I am under oath and am so 
afraid of making statements not exact 
that I don’t know what to do.” She was 


on the stand for nearly two hours, and was 
submitted to a very rigid cross-examina- 
tion, which she bravely faced, with the aid 
of a bottle of smelling salts. The case will 
be continued to-morrow.

TALE OF PIRATES AND SLAVERS 





Syndicate Finds Part of Hidden Booty 
and May Seek for More—Accounts 
by Members of the Expedition. 





The mantle of romanticism fell upon 
Erie Basin yesterday. All during the day 
those who had any good reason for being 
in Manning’s Basin there stared at 
the neat little shape of a schooner yacht 
lying tied to the dock on whose bow was 
written ‘‘ Kwasind.” For she it was that, 
sailing under the orders of who had 
known the slavers of Africa and the navi- 
gators of the Spanish Main the days 
when a man in command of a vessel made 
war upon States, had brought back treas- 
ure, and, it was whispered, is to upon 
a second search.

3ack of the actual starting of the ship 
is a story embracing the theft from a 
sailor of a secret chart, the burning of 


ships, a fight in which two men survived, 
and the burial of millions in bullion and 
plate taken from the Catholic churches of 
the Spanish coast. Then there is the sure 
vival of the last man and his prompt or- 
ganization of a syndicate to recover the 
treasure and the syndicate’s partial suc- 
cess. ¢ 

The Kwasind, getting into port late the 
night before, docked yesterday. This is 
the story of her cruise, as told by Capt. 
Frederick T. Horton of Brooklyn, the nav- 
igator, and those on board, supplemented 
by a member of the syndicate, but the 
precise whereabouts of the treasure island 
is withheld: 

_ The Iswasind, formerly the Elbridge T. 
Gerry, a pilot boat, was bought by a syndie« 
cate, whose members are L. F. Becken- 
Stein, a prominent Baltimore clubman; C. 
P. Spenny of Columbus, Ohio, Secretary of 
the Ohio Debenture Company and of the 
Wyandotte Savings and Trust Company; 
W. C, Spenny, his cousin; F. H. Campbell, 
and E. P. Hering of Cincinnati. 

“Capt. B. W. Henderson was the com- 
mander. He was a Pennsylvania boy who 
had run away to sea years ago. He finally 
wound up in the slave trade on the African 


coast forty years ago. The ship on which 
he was then—it had no name, ag slavers 
are pirates, too, when business is dull— 


was accustomed to bury its booty and the 
money it received from its cargo of slaves 


on an island off the coast of Africa at 
the end of each trip. They had had a 
successful trip this time, and had buried 


a vast amount of treasure, some of it plate 
taken from the churches on the Spanish 
coast during a run there, when the Cap- 
tain died. He was Capt. Somers of Phila- 
delphia 

“There was mutiny on board ship then, 
There being no navigator, the ship was 
fired and two boat erews managed to get 


away. In one of these was Capt. Hender- 
son. They took the Captain's body ashore 


and buried it on an island. Then the two 
crews fell upom- each other in a fight over 
the command of thé band and the treasure. 
Of the two boat loads only two men sur- 
vived. One was Capt. Henderson, and the 
other was an able seaman he. seaman 
made a chart of the location of the treas- 
ure, which was subsequently stolen from 
him. Henderson went to one of the men in 
the syndicate with this location of the 
treasure, and then the syndicate was 
formed. 

‘The first I heard of the existence of this 
treasure was in New Orleans, in March, 
1898, when a sailor, the able seaman of the 
former days. died.in a hospital there. He 
made a confession to a priest that he had 
been a pirate and a slaver. He described 
the death of his Captain and the burning 
of the ship. and told how he had made a 
chart showing the location of the loct, 
This. he said in his confession, had been 
stolen by his companions 


THE SEARCH FOR THE TREASURE. 


‘‘Upon the strength of Capt. Henderson's 
ststements the syndicate was organized. 
We left Erie Basin last Oct. 27, sailing une 


awl, 
der secret orders. None knew our ultimate 
destination. 


We were nine in all on board. 
Rien ceree was in command, Campbell wags 
along, and W. C. Spenny represented the 
syndicate. { was the navigating officer. 
There was a steward and crew of four 
men. First, we went to Flushing Bay, 
where we outfitted. We put on board all 
the things for digging for treasure. We 
had pickaxes, crowbars, miners’ lamps— 
these patent electric lamps that you stick 
int» a hole to see what’s down there. We 
even took along charcoal for melting down 
the bullion and plate. There was an agree- 
ment signed that all on board were to share 
in the treasure, but that was a matter of 
form, because they knew after they found 
it that, if they brought the whole $4,000,000 
along. some one of us could stop it by re- 
porting to the Custom House. Then the 
original owners would be looked up and 
salvage deducted. 

‘““Well, for a time we cruised about, I 
think to throw me off the track. I was a 
rank outsider. They never let me go ashore 
all the time we were visiting islands. After 
leaving the place where we outfitted, we 
went to Bermuda. which we left Nov. 24. 
We then went to the Cape Verde group, 
landing at St. Vincent's Island. ‘We were 
there from Dec. 15 to the 20th. All these 
landings had been made to throw me off 
the track. They didn’t want me to know 
where they actually got the treasure. After 
that we went straight across the South 
Atlantic for the coast of Africa Wa 
touched at an island down in latituds, 
20, and came up the coast of Africa. f 
won't tell you where they got the treasure, 
but I'll read you something from the log.’ 

WHAT THE LOG SHOWS. 

These are entries that the Captain showed 
the reporter: 

Dec. 29—Employed in making canvas bags for 
treasure—elght little ones and one large one, 

Monday, Dec. 31. on the line—Employed in 
making long rope ladder for entering the caves 
and scaling the cliffs 

Jan 17, latitude 20.52 south—Fitting up a 
spare room to, receive the bones of some Phila- 
delphia Captain on the South Atlantic buried on 
an island over forty years ago, the depositor of 
millions in specie and treasure, but death spoiled 
the plans of Capt. Somers. Some say that he 
died and others that he was murdered 

“apt. Somers,”” went on the narrator, 
‘‘ was the man who had died "way back in 
the days that Henderson landed on the 
island. He was the man Henderson took 
ashore to bury. Henderson promised him 
that if he ever went to those parts of the 
world again he would look for Somers’s 
bones and bring them back. And he tried 


a 


to. No, I won't tell you the actual story of 
the landing on the treasure island. But C€ 


may say that they got more than enough to 
pay for the expenses of the trip, and to 
leave a handsome profit besides. 

“Only Henderson, Campbell, and Spenny 
with some negro divers, went to the cora 
reef. When they came back they had a 
metal chest. The stuff was in bullion, and 
it was landed at Port Eads, the port of 
New Orleans. As it was in bullion, it was 
very easily handled by the mint at New 
Orleans. They got enough to establish the 
truth of Capt. Henderson's statements that 
he had seen treasure buried and that he 
could find it. They have kept this boat and 
they are going again to look for some isl- 
ands near the Nightingale group, where 
Henderson says he saw more treasure 
buried. 

“The treasure they did find had been 
buried by Henderson himself. That buried 
by his predecessor, Somers, they found had 
been removed. Henderson said that he had 
no.doubt that the heirs of Somers, who are 
still living in Philadelphia, had gotten it. 
This expedition was organized upon the 
rumor that the Somers heirs had fitted out, 
or were going to fit out, a similar expedi- 
tion. Apparently they did, but they could 
have only secured the treasure that Somers 
had buried. There are a lot more islands 
that Henderson knows were used by Cap- 
tains whom he knew in the old days. 

‘‘After the inside people had landed on 
the treasure island—they always did their 
island work on moonlight nights—we went 
to look for the island on which Henderson

‘there's teen an earthquake around in 
th: se latitudes, and the island’s been swal- 
lc ved up and poor old Somers’s bones with 
it. Too tad,’ he added; ‘there was a lot 
of treasure on it, too.’ ‘ 
He had a chart with the longitude and 
latitude and the island itself mapped out, 
but at the precise spot where the chart 
showed Somers’s island ought to be there 
was nothing but water. So we sailed for 
home. 

“Although every man cn board had 
moncy con ung to him from the treasure, 
I mev say that out of the expenses of the 
trip they had t» pay for the eS There 
was enough to pay not only r the boat, 
but to give us ail something besides. _Al- 
though the men had money to burn and we 
were loaded, we soon ran out of tobacco. 
We also ran out. of provisions, but that 
did™’t maiter, so long as we had tobacco. 
And. of course, treasure finders though we 
were, the men began to grumble. 

“We reached Port Eads, which is the 
seaport of New Orleans, on March 2. There 
the rest of the syndicate met us. After 
their business was finished the most of 
them went to Columbus or Cincinnati, where 
Capt. Henderson now is. The Kwasind here 
will be held subject to their orders, as they 
mre the owners. She is a pretty small boat, 
you may think, for such a trip, being only 
7s feet long and of 65 tons burden, but she’s 
@ dandy.” 

HOW THE TREASURE WAS FOUND. 


The actual story of the finding of the 
treasure is told by one of the three men 
fwho were present. He said: 

‘“ We found very easily the island, a coral 
reef, upon which our Captain had seen his 
predecessor bury treasure, and upon which 
he himself had buried it subsequently. It 
was only about sixty-seven acres in area, 
and very difficult to szpproach, as there 


was, as is usual on islands of this charac- 
ter, a hgh surf surrounding the key or 
reef. BeSide some coast negro. divers 
there were in the boat that put off from 
the Kwasind our Captain, W. C. Spenny, 
and Mr. Campbell. We went around the 
island several times, the Captain in the 
stern sheets trying to make out with his 
glass the break in the circle of surf that 
would mark the entrance to the lagoon or 
lake in the centre of the reef. The first 
time we didn’t dare go near enough to see 
it. The island was barren except for a few 
palms that grew back a little from the 
shore, nourished I don’t know by what. 
The last time we made the circle at the 
Captain’s direction we pulled in closer. 

‘** There she is,’ he yelled suddenly. 

“At his word we looked closely all the 
time drifting nearer to the surf. Then we 
made out a little break or spot of inactiv- 
ity in the surf line. For this we pulled. It 
was a mighty big question if we would 
pass into it in safety or be carried to the 
Bide into the lashing surf and cut to pieces. 
But finally we got over the last wave, and 
with one gunne! almost in the surf on one 
side we shot through into the quiet space. 
Into a little inlet we went not very wide. 
Then without a word of warning we shot 
into the lake. You see the reef was noth- 
ing but a ring of coral with a lake set in- 
side andsthis lake connected with the out- 
side ocean by a narrow inlet. 

‘* We pulled slowly around the elongated 
circle of the lagoon. Half way around the 
port side of our entrance the Captain stood 
up in the stern sheets pointing to a black 
object on the shore. 

“ «That's the spot,’ he shouted. Then he 
lowered his voice and looked around cau- 
tiously. We all looked around. We were 
on a barren isle, but the treasure trove in- 
stinct was so strong upon us that we feared 
to be overheard in the solitude. 

‘“ We landed at the spot indicated by the 
Captain. The black object was an old 
ship's anchor. This the Captain examined 
closely. It was half buried in the white 
sand that flies about there. On one fluke 
he called attention to a peculiar mark. 
Then without a word he got out a chart 
and a compass. Taking a direction, he ad- 
vanced a number of feet, which we meas- 
ured off accurately. At the end of the 
first distance he made a sharp turn with 
the compass, and advanced a number of 
feet. After three more changes of direc- 
tion, consulting the chart at every turn 
and measuring the distance according to 
the divections, “he stopped, deathly pale, 
and tapped the ground with his feet. 

‘Here it is,’ he said, almost 
whispeér. 

‘It didn’t take us long to 
through thé soil, which was composed 
largely of powdered bits of coral. At first 
the Captain stood by and let the rest of 
us dig. Then suddenly he jumped up and 
grabbed a spade from one of us and began 
to dig furiously. At last we came down 
to what, appeared to. be the solid body of 
the reef. We threw out some bits of what 
might have been plaster.

Gone! Captain. 
‘That was the cement that sealed it up!’ 

“And gone it was. 

“The presence of the cement left no 
doubt that we had followed the chart di- 
rections accurately enough, but not a trace 
of the treasure could we find. We tried 
the directions time and time again, and 
even dug where we weren't directed to, but 
to no purpose. Then in rather an angry 
and crestfallen manner the Captain took us 
over to the other side of key. Crossing the 
lagoon in a boat he indicated an area that 
was reached by setting a certain angle 
from the inlet mouth and changing the 
direction at certain distances. In general 
his directions held true, but we had to dig 
over a little area before we hit upon a 
Bmooth surface of cement, which, when 
jJaid bare, showed that it hadn't been dis- 
turbed. One of our picks had penetrated it, 
but that was all. We broke into this and 
found the chest buried there at the bottom. 

“Tt was bullion, and the exact figures I 
won't give to you. It was large enough to 
have delighted us if we hadn't been look- 
ing for such larger swags. We got it away 
and left that island for good I hope. Since 
we got back I have heard that the heirs 
of our Captain's predecessors had organ- 
ized an expedition which was evidently 
successful. Our Captain, however, saw 
and knows of another big trove of treasure 
buried on one of the Nightingale Islands. 
We are going to try again and look for this 
if present plans are carried out.” 


THROWN FROM STREET CAR. 


Aaron Banta Landed on His Head and 
His Skull Was_ Fractured. 
Aaron Banta, thirty-thfee years old, of 
18 Suydam Street, Brooklyn, received prob- 
ably fatal injuries last right by*falling from 
a Bushwick Avenue troHey car. His skull 


was fractured. He Was removed to the 
Williamsburg Hospital in a critical condi- 
tion. 

At the time of the accident Banta was 
standing on the rear platform. He- was 
thrown to the street as the car turned rap- 
idiy from Bushwick into Myrtle Avenue. He 
struck upon his head and was rendered un- 
conscious.

Three Women in a Boat Have Narrow

ELLSWORTH, Me., April 15.—News of 
the thrilling experience of four women on 
the freshet-swollen Union River, at Marta- 
ville, yesterday afternoon, in which one of 
the number lost her life and the other 


three for a time were threatened with a 
similar fate, has reached here. The wo- 
men, Mrs. Eugene Jellison, Miss Carrie 
Parsons, Miss Carrie Jellison, and Mrs. 
Emma Trueworthy, attempted to cross the 
swiftly flowing river in a small boat, a 
bridge being closed to traffic on account 
of the flood. A short distance from shore 
the women lost control of the boat in the 
current, and it was carried rapidly toward 
the falls, below the bridge.

She hung 
for a moment, then lost her hold and sank. 
Mrs. Jellison’s effort had reduced the speed 
of the boat sufficiently for Mrs. Truewor- 
thy to get firm hold of a projecting plece 
of timber under the bridge, and she suc- 
oeeded in stopping it until a line was made 
fast. Mrs. Jellison was thirty-six years of 
age. A husband and four small children

| NEW CAPITAL FOR- CHIN A? | 


Court Said to be Preparing to Go 
to Sian-Yang, in Hu-Pe. 


The City Is Near the Yang-tse, and Has 
Good Natural Defenses— It Was 
Besieged by Kubla Khan. 


SHANGHAI, April 16.—Advices from 
Sian-Foo to the local Mandarins assert 
that the Court is preparing to go to Sian- 
Yang,,in the province of Hu-Pe. 

The permanent officials of the Six 
Boards are described as having quietly left 
Peking for Sian-Foo in anticipation of the 
selection of a new capital. 


Sian-Yang is about 200 miles southeast 
of Sian-Foo, the present seat of the Chi- 
nese Court. To reach the first-named city 
the Emperor and Dowager Empress would 
have a most difficult journey across a 
mountainous country. 

Sian-Yang is on the right bank of the 
Han-Kiang. It is only about 100 miles 
north of the Yang-tse-Kiang, and it has 
been said that one reason for the Court's 
selection of this city is that it would be in 
closer touch with the great Yang-tse 
Viceroys. Sian-Yang is also at the junc- 
tion of three important roads—those from 
the Southeast, Northeast and Northwest. 

Besides this, Sian-Yang is one of the 
oldest and most famous cities in the empire. 
It was an important and wealthy place as 
far back as 126 A. D., when Kubia Khan 
began a siege of it which lasted for five 
years. The city is powerfully defended in 


the old Chinese style, but the chief defense 
against a modern army would be the moun- 
tains which surround it. 

The commercial activity of Sian-Yang is 
centred in the suburb of Fang-Cheng, on 
the opposite bank of the river. In the river 
bed itself are rich gold deposits. The popu- 
lation of Sian-Yang is about 40,000. It is 
not far from Han-Kow, the great commer- 
cial centre at the junction of the Han and 
Yang-tse Rivers. 


AMERICAN INDEMNITY PLAN. 


It Is Declared to be for a Total Demand 
of £40,000,000, to be Paid at Once 


—Germany Conciliatory. 

BERLIN, April 15.—It is officially stated 
here that the United States has made a 
proposition to the powers to fix the total 
Chinese indemnity at £40,000,000, coupled 
with the condition that the payment be 
made immediately. 

German officials point out that the 
amount named would require a heavy scal- 
ing of the different claims, but that the 
proposition is practicable and open to dis- 
cussion owing to the clause requiring cash 
payment. It is added, however, that if it 
is contemplated to divide the indemnity 
mechanically, it is doubtful whether the 
proposal will be acceptable, since Russia 
says her Government claims alone will 
amount to #£17,000,000, aside from private 


claims. The proposition would give Ger- 
many only £5,000,000, whereas the China 
expedition has already cost her £12,000,000, 
The claims of Great Britain amount to less 
than £5,000,000. Officials therefore argue 
that the amount should be apportioned ac- 
cording to the expenses borne by the dif- 
ferent powers. 

Inquirers get the impression that Ger- 
many is ready to discuss the proposition in 
a conciliatory spirit, influenced by the be- 
lief that China is unable to pay all the 
claims demanded. 


PARIS, April 16.—It is learned from a 
trustworthy source that the outlook for an 
early settlement of the Chinese indemnity 
question is less promising than a week ago. 
The negotiations between the powers are 
bringing out conflicting {ideas and inter- 
ests, and are likely to be very protracted. 

The proposition of the United States to 
limit the total indemnity to $200,000,000 
is the only one under discussion, and is not 
regarded with favor by more than one 
Government. The others consider the sum 
too small and are disinclined to reduce their 
claims to the figures the United States de- 
sires. 

A Washington dispatch, published in Lon- 
don, affirming that the United States .pro- 
poses that the indemnity be divided be- 
tween the. powers in proportion to the 
number of troops which participated in 
the actual relief of the legations at Pekin 
is regarded as incorrect. No such proposa 
has reached the French Government, which 
considers that the expense incurred as a 
result of the whole operations carried out 
must be taken as the basis for indemnity. 

It is believed that the claims of indi- 
viduals will be first presented and pafd. 
This matter will be expedited as much as 
possible, in order to allow an early re- 
sumption of commerce and work on other 
foreign enterprises. 


CHINA THANKS JAPAN. 


And Asks for Future Support—Russia 
Said to Have Withdrawn Troops 
from Masampo. 

LONDON, April 16.—The Shanghai cor- 

respondent of The Standard says: 

‘The Chinese Imperial Court, through 
the Chinese Minister at Tokio, has thanked 
Japan for assisting China to resist the 
Manchurian convention, and has asked for 
Javanese aid and support in any future 
contingencies.”’ 

According to a dispatch to The Daily Ex- 
press from Tokio, dated yesterday, the -de- 
tachments of Russian marines stationed at 
Masampo have been recalled owning to 
Japanese representations. 


PARIS, April 16.—No faith is placed here 
in the reports of hostility between Rus- 
sia and Japan. French information indli- 
cates_that conciliatory negotiations are pro- 
ceeding between those two countries, with’ 
the prospect of a thorough understanding 
regarding the position of both toward Man- 
churia and Korea. 

WANT AMERICANS TO REMAIN. 

PEKING, April 15.—Li-Hung-Chang has 
asked Gen. Chaffee to leave behind when 
he departs Capt. Tillson of the Fourteenth 
United States Infantry and a sufficient 


number of men to police the Chinese city. 

The Chinese earnestly desire the reten- 
tion of the Americans, fearing that the 
district will not be well looked after when 
controlled by other foreigners. 


Arrested for Capt. Bartsch’s Murder. 
BERLIN, April 16.—A dispatch to the Lo- 
kal Anzeiger from Peking says: 
“A young Chinaman named Ho-Wan has 
been arrested for the ‘murder of Capt. 


Bartsch. He boasts that he killed the offi- 
cer in a moment of anger at the Captain's 
ill-treatment of him. hree other, China- 
men have been arrested as accomplices. 
One of them was with Ho-Wan, and riding 
Capt. Bartsch’s horse.” 


MINISTER WU ALARMED. 


Says the Delay in the Peking Negotia- 
tions Is Hurting Not Only China, 


but All the Powers. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The Chinese 
Minister has returned from Atlantic City, 
and was at the State Department to-day 
in conference with Secretary Hay. The 
Minister is somewhat concerned over the 
delay in bringing about a final adjustment 
of Chinese affairs, and also over the re- 
ports that the indemnities reach a very 
large figure, which, he fears, will be be- 
yond the ability of China to meet. He re- 
fers to these subjects in no spirit of criti- 
cism, but rather with regret, as calculated 
to be injurious to the interests not only of 
China, but of all the powers. When seen 
at the legation to-day, Minister Wu said: 

‘We have been accustomed to hear that 
China was very slow. But in this case 
many weeks and months are going by 
without any delay attributable to China, so 
far as I have heard, and yet without defi- 
nite prospects of bringing the negotiations 
to a close. This unsettled condition is very 
injurious to China, but it also is an injury 
which affects the whole world. Take, for 
instance, the cotton industry of the South. 
The shipments to China ‘are very large, but 
they have been falling off owing to the un- 
settled condition of affairs, and the trade 


THE 


is seriously menaced. ‘The same may be 
said of many other branches of trade, and 
in fact the commerce of all the commercial 
nations of Europe, as well as of America, 
is injyriously affected by the present un- 
gertainty of conditions in the East. What 
we need and what the commercial world 
needs is stability, and some definite under- 
standing of what conditions are to be. 
“As to the question of indemnities, I re- 
ceive little direct inforfhation. But I have 


| regretted to see from some of the published 


reports that the total of indemnities is 
reaching a very darge sum. It should be 
borne in mind that China herself has suf- 
fered great losses through the recent dis- 
turbances—losses which will amount to 
many millions. and for which she cannot 
hope to receive indemnity. So that if the 
claims of the powers aggregate $314,000,000, 
as 1 see stated, it would probably not be 
an underestimate to say that China’s own 
losses will reach twice that amount, say, 
$600,000,000. In the aggregate, therefore, 
China will be shouldering a burden of co- 
lossal proportions, and this will come after 
the country has passed through a most try- 
ing experience. 

“IT note that a number of suggestions 
are made that the indemnity should be 
along the lines of commercial advantages 
and improvements rather than in money 
How far this is feasible I cannot say, but 
the principle involved seems to me a good 
one. It has the merit of being unselfish. 
As I understand it, the indemnities thus far 
asked are based entirely on the interests 
of the various powers. But the interests of 
China are worth considering in this mat- 
ter, for, after all, the interests of China 
will have much to do in the end with the 
interests of all those nations having rela- 
tions with her, and who are carrying on 
extensive trade with the East. 

“There is a splendid opportunity just 
now for such an object lesson to the Cnhi- 
nese people as would obliterate all anti- 
foreign sentiment and would show them 
that the interest taken by foreign powers 
in China had something to do with the de- 
velopment and progress of China, as well 
as the personal interest of foreign nations. 
Our people might be shown the benefits 
coming from considerate foreign treatment, 
and they would be grateful to see China 
restored to a condition of prosperity. As to 
details, it is not for me to suggest what the 
powers couwld do for China and for their 
mutual interest, but I am quite confident 
that if they only put their heads together 
very much could be accomplished in the 
interests of all concerned.” 


Building for the Chinese Legation. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Several sug- 
gestions have been made to the Chinese 
Minister concerning the advisability of es- 
tablishing permanent legation quarters in 
Washington, and he has given some con- 
sideration to the matter of late. The Brit- 
ish, German, and many other foreign em- 


bassies and legations own their own quar- 
ters here. In case a building is put up, it 
doubtless will be a unique addition to the 
erchitecture of the capital. 


LORD HEADFORT’S MARRIAGE. 


Official Announcement that He Was 


Wedded to Miss Boote on April 11. 


LONDON, April 16.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the Marquis of Headfort and 
Miss Boote, the actress, were married on 
April 11, at 8 A. M., in the Registrar's 


Office at Saltwood, near Folkestone, the 
witnesses being a villager and Miss Daisy 
Roche, an actress. 

Lord and Lady Headfort have been stay- 
ing quietly at the Hotel Métropole, Folke- 
stone, for several weeks. 


THE CABLE CHESS MATCHES. 


LONDON, April 15.—J. H. Blackburne 
will be unable to play in the forthcoming 
cable chess match between Great Britain 
and the United States, represented by the 
British Chess Club in London and the 
Brooklyn Chess Club at the Brooklyn Acad- 
emy of Music.

The German 
officers were accompanied by a Sergeant 
wearing the new German field service un- 
form sent.by Emperor William for King 
Eéward’s inspection. The uniform differs 
little from the usual colonial equipment. 
The knapsack and other paraphernalia are 
so arranged that their weight falls entirely 
upon the wearer’s back, and the whole 
equipment can be released by unclasping a 
single buckle. King Edward expressed 
warm approval of the uniform, He made 
Gen. von Moltke a Knight Commander of 
the Royal Victorian Order, and Lieut. Use- 
dom a Commander of the same order. * 


Italian Operations in Somaliland. 


ROME, April 15.—A dispatch from Aden 
says the Italian Consul General at Zanzi- 
bar has arrived at Aden from the Somali 
coast, where he went on a special mission 


to break up the trade in contraband. He 
caused the palace of the Sultan of Mejer- 
tin, Italian Somaliland, who was largely 
concerned in contraband transactions, to 
be bombarded. The Sultan’s son was capt- 
ured, and large quantities of arms and am- 
munition were taken. The Sultan fled to 
the interior with a small following. 


Opera Written for Emperor Willlam. 


ROME, April 15.—The Italia says Leonca- 
vallo has completed an opera, ordered by 
Emperor William in February, 1894, en- 
titled ‘‘ Roland of Berlin.” It is taken from 
the history of the Margrave Frederick. Old 
Prussian airs are interwoven in the opera, 
which will shortly be placed in rehearsal 
at Berlin. 


Frank A. Vanderlip in St. Petersburg. 
ST. PETERSBURG, April 15.—Frank A. 
Vanderlip, ex-Assistant Secretary of the 
United States Treasury, is in St. Peters- 


burg. He is investigating conditions with 
the hope of promoting business relations 
between the United States and Russia.

GOEBEL SUSPECT EXPLAINS. 


Capt. Ripley, on the Stand, Gives His 
Version of Events Preceding 
the Assassination. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 15.—The trial of 
Garnet Ripley, charged with complicity in 
the assassination of William Goebel, was 
resumed to-day. Upon the witness stand 
Ripley did not deny that he made the state- 
ments attributed to him by ox-Gov. Bradley 
and Judge W. H. Yost concerning ex-Gov. 
Taylor's remarks to him, but said while he 
thought that. they were substantially cor- 
rect in their evidence, they had misunder- 
stood him or he had failed to convey the 
proper impression to them at the time. The 
cross-examination was not completed, and 
Ripley will take the stand again to-morrow. 


Ex-Goy, Bradley and Judge Yost will not 
be recalled as witnesses, and the jury will 
have to decide as to whether they or the 
defendant is correct as to Ripley's state- 
ment of the Taylor incident. 

On direct examination Ripley stated that 
he was forty years of age last month and a 
farmer. He had been talking with the 
boys in the neighborhood for several years 
about getting up a company of cayalry. He 
came to Frankfort first on Jan. 16, the day 
of the Colson-Scott tragedy, selecting this 
day in order to see William J. Bryan, who 
was to be there that night. He had never 
known Gov. Taylor till that day, and never 
saw him but once after that, Jan. 25, till 
after his company was called out, He said 
he never knew Powers or Youtsey till 
some days after the shooting, never saw 
Berry Howard at all, had seen “ Jim” 
Howard only once sice they had been in jail 
together, and never knew either Culton or 
Wharton Golden. 

Taylor gave him the order Jan. 16 for the 
organization of the company, and on Jan. 
25 Ripley came here and secured equip- 
ments for it. This was the day on which 
he had the conversation with Taylor, and 
his version of it, which varies materially 
from that stated by Messrs. Bradley and 
Yost, was as follows: 

‘I went into the Governor's office and 
found Gov, Taylor looking very badly. 
told him I was sorry to see him looking 
badly, to which he replied in Substance: 

*** In these horrible times anybody would 
look bad. Some irresponsible fool or crank 
is likely to kill me or kill Goebel, and cause 
a riot around here in which there will be 
many lives sacrificed.’ 

“Then I told him I did not think this 
would occur, and went on talking to him 
about my company, which I was getting 
equipments for. : 

‘** My God,’ said he, 
that company ready yet? 

“That was what [ was trying to tell Gov. 
Bradley and Judge Yost, but I may not 
have stated it to them as clearly as I in- 
tended to,”’ 

Ripley denied that he ever said to Fer- 
guson and Crawford that Goebel would be 
killed, but admitted that he warned W. P. 
Thorne on Jan. 29 to keep his son away 
from Frankfort, claiming he did so because 
of the disturbed conditions here and not 
from any knowledge of what was going to 
occur the next day. He maintained that 
there was no secrecy about the organiza- 
tion and equipment of his company, and 
said that Gov. Taylor told him that it was 
not necessary to apply to the county Judge 
for authority to organize it. The company, 
he said, was organized for pleasure. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that 
R. A. Corley and five or six others accom- 

anied him to Frankfort Jan. 16, the Scott- 
Wilson tragedy occurred soon after their 
arrival, and t ey. did not see Taylor till 
after dinner. e did not hear anything 
about a conference of leading ee eee 
and anti-Goebel Democrats as to the means 
of ending the contest and was not invited 
to the ouisville Galt House conference 
that night. 

Witness said he went to the State Ar- 
senal Jan. 20 and looked over equipments 
with a view to selecting such as his com- 
pany needed. He received a special de- 
ivery letter from Gov. Taylor late in the 
afternoon of Jan. 30, ordering the company 
out. The letter did not state that Goebel 
had been shot and did not give the reason 
for calling the men out. 


NEW JERSEY’S SCHOOL TAX. 


State Board of Education Makes Appor- 
tionments t¢ the Counties. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 15.—The State 
Board of Education to-day apportioned to 
the several counties of the State the 
amount each will receive out of the money 
to be raised through the State school tax. 
This money represents $5 for each child of 
school age, and aggregates in round num- 
bers, $2,250,000. 

The money is apportioned to the counties 
on a basis of their ratables, with the ex- 
ception that a small amount is taken from 
Essex and one or two others of the larger 
counties to assist Ocean and two or three 
more of the rural counties where the rata- 
bles are not so high in proportion to the 
number of children. 

To-day’s apportionment will also form the 
basis of the distribution of the $818,000 ap- 
propriated from the State surplus fund to 
aid in secuesng the State school tax. This 
appropriation from the surplus will provide 
85 per cent. of the State school tax and 
leave only 65 per cent. to be raised by di- 


rect taxation. 

This appropriation will be equivalent to a

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE ARRAIGNED. 


At the Baptist Ministers’ Conference held 
yesterday at Association Hall, Fourth Ave- 
nue and Twenty-third Street, the Rev, Al- 
bert G. Lawson of Camden, N. J., read a 


paper entitled ‘“‘A Short Method with 
Christian Science.’’ He said in part: 

‘What is known as Christian Science is 
at once a personality, a literature, a phi- 
losophy, a professed school of science, and 
a professedly Christian Church. To get a 
complete view of the thing it must be 
viewed from all these angles. 

“As to the personality, Mrs. Eddy, it is 
not too much to say that she is a pretender, 
and that fact can be legally established. 
As @ literature Christian Science is merely 
a hodge-podge, without system, or order, 
or ori are or good sense. Its philosophy 
is rejected by every competent student of 
philosophy, and as~a science it discredits 
every scientific demonstration. As a pro- 
fessedly Christian Church the organization 
throws down every vital doctrine of Chris- 
tianity. 

“It is, moreover, an immoral system, 
and it is bound to bring a sad harvest of 
corruption. If it had not been for its pre- 
tended power to heal it would have never 
attained notoriety. Its healers collect their 
fees in advance, and I have never heard 
of any of their so-called churches doing ong 
bit of humanitarian work among the poor 
and unfortunate,”

ing that it be printed in full.

Mr. Orr Answers Mr. Johnson’s 
Questions Regarding Amendments. 








The Rights of New and Existing Cor- 
in the Matter of Per- 
manent Operation Contracts. 


porations 





Alexander E. Orr, President of the Board 
of Rapid Transit Commissioners, replied 
yesterday to the three questions propound- 
ed by Albert L. Johnson in regard to the 
pending amendment to the Rapid Transit 
act of 1894. Mr. Johnson's questions were 
as follows: 

1. If the bill passes, and if the next day an 
assignment of the rental and operating parts 
of the McDonald contract is made, will or will 
not the sureties on the $5,000,000 bond and on 


the $1,000,000 bond become entitled to imme- 
diate exoneration? 


2. Will the new corporation, to be approved 
by the commission, be competent to contract 
with the board either for construction and op- 


eration, or for construction only, or for operation 
only, while existing railroad companies will not 
bé competent to bid for anything except con- 
struction and operation combined? Why the dis- 
crimination? 

3. Will a way be open, by 
mission pleases, present and 
can lawfully acquire a title in fee, by condem- 
nation proceedings, to important and necessary 
railroad adjuncts, terminals, and junctions with 
other roads, for, example? 

Mr. Orr's reply is as follows: 

“The statement that the sureties on the 
McDonald contract would be exonerated 
under the amendments proposed by the 
pending bill is utterly unfounded. The bill 
explicitly provides that any assignment of 
the contract is dependent upon the condi- 
tion ‘-that all of the security or securities 
which the city shall have received for the 
performance by the original contractor of 
such leasing provisions and of all provis- 
ions of the contract with respect to such 
operation and maintenance shall remain in 
fyll force as provided in such contract.’ It 
is quite neediess to say that, even if the 
law' did not so provide, neither the present 
Rapid Transit Board nor any other board 
disposed to do its duty would permit any 
assignment or alteration of the contract 
without consent of the sureties. 

“The statement is equally unfounded 
that, under the proposed bill, existing rail- 
read corporations will not be permitted to 
contract for operation alone, whereas new 
corporations approved by the board will be 
competent to contract either for construc- 
tion or operation. No corporation, nor any 
person, is competent to be an origina! con- 
tractor except for both construction and 
operation. Such a contractor must assume 
and give security for the rental burden of 
the lease if he takes the contract for con- 


which, 
future contractors 


struction. The bill explicitly permits an 
existing railroad company, after the con- 
tract is made, upon proper terms, to take 


over the leasing provisions; and in that re- 
spect, as in all other respects, an existing 
company is treated precisely the same as a 
new corporation. 

‘‘Of course, there ought to be no discrim- 
ination against existing corporations. It is 
equally clear that there ought not to 
any discrimination in favor of them. It is 
doubtful whether under the present law a 
new corporation has a complete right to 
enter into a contract with an original con- 
tractor for the operation of the railroad. 
There is no doubt under the present law 
that an existing railroad corporation has 
that right. If there is any discrimination 
at present, it is in favor of existing corpo- 
rations. That possible discrimination ought 
to be terminated as quickly as the Legis- 
lature can act. 

“The rapid transit law permits either a 
corporation or a person to be an original 
bidder; but it is obvious that ordinarily 
the original bidder would be a person. 

‘Until the bidder actually secures the 
contract, he should not be put to the se- 
rious expense and trouble of forming the 
proper permanent corporation. Every ob- 
stacle in the way of securing a competent 
responsible contractor is an obstacle -to 
rapid transit. It is the interest of the city 
that on so long a lease as fifty or eviante. 
five years the permanent lessee shal] be a 
corporation. In offering the contract for 
competition, it is greatly to the advantage 
of the city that it should be able to assure 
the contractor that, after the contract 
made, he may. organize a corporation, 
if it meet the approval of the board, and if 
all of the securities be preserved, then that 
such corporation may succeed to his rights. 

“The proposed bill enables, present and 
future contractors to lawfully acquire 
title in fee by condemnation proceedings to 
power houseg.and whatever else may con- 
stitute the equipment of the road, but sub- 
ject to.the right of the city to purehase it 
at the end of the lease. Everything be- 
longing to the road itself. like terminals, 
for example, is to belong to the city and be 
acquired by the city." 

When Mr. Johnson was “asked yesterday 
afternoon if he had anything to say in 
answer to Mr. Orr's answer, he replied that 
he would have to consult his lawyer. He 
did this, and then said he would make no 
statement until to-day. He intends to leave 
for Albany this morning, there to appear 
before the Cities Committee of the Assem- 
bly to present his arguments against the 
bill. He says he will then give his answer 
to all of Mr. Orr's arguments. 


AT WORK IN CITY HALL PARK. 


First Step in Building the Down-Town 
Loop of the Rapid Transit Tunnel. 
At last work has actually begun on the 

great down-town terminal loop of the Rapid 

Transit Subway. Forty laborers started 

digging in City Hall Park yesterday morn- 

ing, and before night they had sunk a wide 
ditch, some _ sixty feet long, through the 
grass plot directly across Mail Street from 
the Post Office Building. The ditch was 


not more than two feet deep. It started at 
the Mail Street sidewalk and ran toward 
the City Hall. In its course stood several 
trees, one of them*the largest elm in the 
park. These will be removed as soon as 
the laborers have gotten down far enough 
to take them up roots and all. 

The sub-contracting concern in charge of 
the loop is the Degnon-McLean Company. 
F..D.. Fisher is the engineer who supervises 
their. work here and along the Elm Street 
sections of the subway. he loop runs out 
from the main line at Chambers and Cen- 
tre Streets, goes under the old Hall of Rec- 
ords, then around the City Hall, and along 
Mail Street to Park Row, and thence back 
to Chambers Street. In traversing Park 
Row its course will just touch the founda- 
tions of THE T1MEs Buitiding, this being the 
point where the tunnel will be built closer 
to a building than anywhere else in the city. 

The part of the loop inside City Hall Park 
will not be finished for a long time—exact- 
ly how long it is impossible to tell now. 
The park will certainly be torn up through 
all of next Summer, and maybe during all 
the following Winter. 

NEW TENEMENT HOUSE BILL. 
Supplemental Measure Intreduced in 
the Senate. 

Special to The-New York. Times, 
ALBANY,. April 15.—The supplemental 
Tenement House bill: was introduced to- 
night by Senator White. It liberalizes the 
bills recently passed by providing that all 
plans for tenements filed up to: April 10 
shall be valid if in compliance with the old 
law. if excavations are commenced by May 
1, and if the first tier of beams is in place 
by Aug. 1. The supplemental bill makes 
rovision for the use’ of fire-proof wood 
n tenements, and does away with the pro- 
vision in the present law requiring every 

lavatory tu open upon a hallway. 

Senator White asked that the bill go to 
a third reading without reference, Objec- 
tion ‘was made, and it went to the Cities 
Committee. A number of persons inter- 
ested in having further amendments made 
reached Albany to-night, and probably a 
dozen more changes in the bill will be pro- 
posed in the Cities Committee.

Costello Measure Narrowly Escapes 
Defeat in the Assembly. 


ALBANY, April 15.—Considerable opposi- 
tion developed to-night in the Assembly to 
the Costello Compromise Employers’ Lfa- 
bility bill on final passage. Mr. Hyman of 
New York moved to strike out. The bill, 
he said, did not explain anything and it 
‘was not wanted by organized labor. 

Mr. Prince of New York declared that no 
hearing was given on the bill, that the la- 
bor people were better off under the old 
law, that they did not want the présent 
bill, and it ought to be defeated, Mr. Van 
Name of Richmond claimed there was a 


‘Nttle joker’’ in the bill, and the labor 
ye dfd not want any bill prepared by 
Be attorneys of the railroad company. 
Mr. O'Connell offered as a substitute bill 
the bill introduced by Senator Dowling. He 
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said he was authorized to speak for the 
Central Federation of the State, who did 
not want the Costello bill. 

Mr. Allds, closing the debate, maintained 
that the bill would benefit labor and that 
there was no politics in tt. The motion to 
substitute the Dowling bill was lost, 60 
yeas, 62 nays. By mistake, Mr. Allds moved 
the previous question upon the bill and 
then asked to withdraw it. To this Mr. 
McKeown objected. The motion to put the 
previous question was lost by a viva voce 
vote, whereupon Mr. Allds moved a call of 
the House. He then moved for an ad- 
journment until to-morrow at 11 o'clock, 
seeing that the bill was in some danger of 
not being passed. 

Assemblyman Costello in support of his 
bill made the following statement: 

“This bill is a result of a conference be- 
tween organized labor and capital. Labor 
Was represented by two of the legislative 
committees of the railroad engineers. Or- 
ganized labor by two members of their 
Executive Committee with their attorney. 
Capital was represented. by the attorney of 
the New York Central Railroad, the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Railroad, and an attor- 
ney for the surfacé railroads of Gredter 
New York. This bill is the result of the 
deliberations of that conference, and was 
accepted by both as a satisfactory compro- 
mtee,, as an improvement upon the present 
aw. 

Senator Dowling has introduced an em- 
ployers'’ Hability bill in the Senate, which, 
it is understood, many of those opposed to 
the Costello bill favor. A compromise is 
talked of. 


CHARTER AMENDMENTS READY. 


Bill Covering Changes Agreed Upon 
to be Introduced To-day. 
ALBANY, April 15.—The amendments to 
the Greater New York Charter Revision 
bill will be ready for introduction to-mor- 
row. Senator Stranahan is authority for 

this statement. He said to-night: 

‘We expect to have the amendments in 
readiness by to-morrow. They are sub- 
stantially the same as those already pub- 
lished. The elimination of the provision 
that money belonging to the school fund 
may be paid to private schools and the cut- 
ting out of the $20,000 newspaper publica- 
tion proposition will be features, There are 
other amendments which IL do not care to 
make public at this time.” 

Assemblyman Kelsey, who will have 
charge of the amendments in the Assembly, 
said to-night: 


“We expect to have the amendments 
ready in three or four days. There is no 
particular hurry. Of course, there will be 
no use of _passing any bill containing 
amendments that the Mayor of New York 
does not favor. As we adjourn on the wd, 
the amendments will necessarily become 
thirty-day-bill propositions. Mayor Van 
Wyck can kill them by his veto, as the 
Legislature will not be in session to re- 


pass them.”’ 


No Action on North River Bridge Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 15.—The bill known as 
the New York and New Jersey Bridge 
Company bill will not get out of the Com- 
‘mittee on Commerce and Navigation. Sen- 
ator Elsberg intimated to-night that he 
weuld not even issue a call for a meeting 
of the committee to consider it. There has 
been some hard work done here in the 
past week to get action on this bill, but 
now its passage seems highly improbable. 
There hus been talk of putting the bill 
threugh surreptitiously in another form 
than that in which it is now pending. Sen- 
ato, Elsberg and Assistant Corporation 
Cecunsel Butts will both be on the lookout 


for any move of that kind. 


Hearing on Franchise Valuations. 

AIsBANY, April 15.—The State Board of 
Tax Commissioners will give a hearing to- 
morrow to the representatives of corpora- 
tions in New York City who desire to pre- 
sent objections to the tentative valuations 
which have been placed on the _ special 
franchises of such corporations.

FIVE VETOES BY THE GOVERNOR. 
ALBANY, April 15.—Gov. Odell sent in 
five vetoes to the Legislature to-night. The 
principal bill vetoed is one introduced by 
Senator Donnelly authorizing the Receiver 
of Taxes in cities to commence proceedings 
to recover umecollected taxes amounting to 
over $10 levied against personal property, 
with interest from the day on which the 
assessment rolls were delivered to the prop- 
er officer. The Governor deglares That $10 
is too small’'# sum for city offi€imls to hag- 
le over, and that taxpayers ‘might be un- 
uly perseeyted and. tke, legal cists and 
disbursements amount to more than*the tax 
itseif. eo - 
Another bill vetoed is one introduced -by 
Assemblyman Baker authorizing the Town 
of Ellridge, in Onondaga County, to re- 
imburse Byron Chatfield for town moneys 
lost by failure of Rodger & Co. The Gov- 
ernor holds that, while it may be a hard- 
ship for Mr. Chatfield to bear the loss, the 
Court of Appeals has held that. public of- 
ficers having charge of public moneys are 
responsible for the same. 

“assemblyman W. H. Smith's bill to re- 
lease to Franuska Stevile certain real estate 
in the Borough of the Bronx is also vetoed. 
The Governor holds that the Commissioners 
of the Land Office have ample authority to 
release lands. ; 

Assemblyman Bennett's mill releasing to 
John Cass certain lands is also vetoed for 
reasons similar to those given in the Stevile 
case. 


THREE VETOES BY THE MAYOR. 

ALBANY, April 15.—Mayor Van Wyck of 
New York City returned three bills to the 
Senate to-night with vetoes. They were all 
referred to committees. 

One was Senator Hennessy’s bill provid- 
ing for the acquiring of land for a hospital 
in the Bronx. The Mayor says that the 
bil] is entirely unnecessary, as the city now 
has power to do such things. .

son, Cornclius Vanderbilt, as a trust for 
children of the latter, was argued. The 
appeal is from an order of the Appellate 
Division, First Department, affirming an 
order cf Surrogate Thomas of New York 
County, affirming a report of Robert Mazet 
appraising the estate taxed. 

The appraiser found the value of the es- 
tate subject to the tax to be $6,421,002, and 
the tax imposed to be 864,208. The appeal is 
taken from the decisions of the lower courts 
on the ground that the estate taxed con- 
sists of a certain trust fund created prior t6 
the enactment of the transfer or inheritance 
tax law of this State, and that every right 
of inheritance with respect to. the fund 
passed and became complete before the 
passage of such transfer tax act and that 
on the death of William H. Vanderbilt and 
the probate of his will, the State of New 
York vielded the complete rights of inherit- 
unee and ultimate devolution with_respect 
to the property created by the trust, both as 
regards the '‘ife stenants and remainder- 
men, prior to the enactment of any act im- 
posing a transfer tax.

CHAS. B. TOWNS ARRESTED. 


Refused to Answer Summons, So War. 
rant Was Issued. 

Another civil action growing out of the 

failure of the brokerage firm of Charles 

B. Towns & Co., in 1899, was on trial yes- 


terday before Judge Conlan, in the City 
Court. Ever since the failure creditors of 


the firm have been suing to recover money 
lost with the firm or for money due for 
supplies. The ‘ Co.”’ in the firm name has 
been more or less a puzzle, but creditors 
have invariably joined J. Overton Paine, 
the young broker, as one of the defendants 
to the actions. Towns has always gone on 
the witness stand for the plaintiffs and 


swore that Paine was his partner. He ap- 
peared diffident about. appearing in the 
case which was on yesterday, and as a re- 
sult he was. arrested and brought into 
court. He was released on promise to ap- 
pear when next the case was called. 

The present action is that of Howard E. 
Parker, who wants to recover $1,474.10 
which he invested with. the firm. 

In his testimony yesterday Towns de- 
clared that J. Overton Paine furnished the 
money, brains, and aoe for the concern, 
and that he shared in the profits and was 
therefore a partner. He went into detail 
as to the business of the firm. 

Ss. B. Sturtevant was called as a witness 
for Mr. Paine. Sturtevant was with Charles 
B. Towns & Co. at the time they failed, 
and knew all about their business. He tes- 
tified that he was = a good friend to 
Towns, as Towns had attacked him on the 
street to try and force him, in a former 
suit, to testify as he wanted. rie also tes- 
tified that he had never seen Mr. Paine at 
the office of the firm during business 
hours. Once, three weeks before the fail- 
ure of the firm, Mr. Paine had asked him 
to look through the books, that he would 
become a partner if the business warrant- 
ed him in @oing so. He said that Mr. Paine 
said, after the examjnation, that he was 
not satisfied and would not become a part- 
ner. 

The case will go to the jury this morn- 
ing. It will be the fourth case. tried in 
which Mr. Paine has been named as a de- 
fendant. In the other actions the juries 
found that he was not a partner of Towns. 


H. G. WEIL DIVORCED. 


Wife of Broker Gets Absolute Separa- 
tion—He Made No Defense. 


Justice. Lawrence in the Supreme Court 
yesterday signed the decree giving Mrs. 
May Evangeline Weil an absolute divorce 
from her husband, Henry Goodman Weil.

MANHATTAN’S STOLEN BONDS. 


Doubt Expressed as to Their Recovery 
—Savings Bank Officials Believe 
They Were Destroyed. 

A story was circulated yesterday to the 
effect that the securities stolen from the 
Manhattan Savings Bank in the great burg- 
lary perpetrated in that institution in 1878, 
when $11,000 in cash and $2,747,700 in secu- 
rities, mostly Government bonds, were ta- 


ken from the vaults and never recovered, 
were in this city and would be delivered to 
the officials of the bank for a small con- 
sideration. The story was set forth in a 
morning newspaper, but with very few 
definite details, and inquiries made yester- 
day were for the most part unproductive. 

Capt. Titus of the Detective Bureau pro- 
nounced the story rather “ fishy,’’ and said 
that he had taken no action in the prem- 
ises. For the last ten years it has been the 
opinion of the officials of the bank that the 
stolen securities were destroyed. This opin- 
ion was based on the fact that the Govern- 
ment issued duplicate bonds for those that 
were. stolen. t is thought that if they 
were in existence some criminal would long 
ago have tried to deposit them as collateral 
security or sell them to some unsuspecting 
persons ’ 

The bonds before being duplicated were 
genuine, and one who did not know of the 
robbery could easily have been deceived. 
The fact that the bonds have never been 
used as such is sufficint ground for the the- 
ory of their destruction, it is pointed out. 

President Joseph Bird of the Manhattan 
Savings Bank, when seen yesterday, said: 

“*T have not been approached by any one 
in relation to those bonds. We certainly 
would not pay for the bonds, as they have 
matured and are worthless. I think the 
story was started by the recovery of the 
Gainsborough picture a few days ago. The 
recovery of this painting after being lost 
for so long a time suggested the story of 
the bonds.” 


Small Strike at Steel Trust Plant.

BRIEF IN PORTO RICAN CASE. 


C. A. Gardiner Allowed to File Argu- 
ment in Supreme Court Support- 
ing the Government’s Position. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—In the United 
States Court to-day Charles A. 
Gardiner of New York leave to file 

a motion-in the De Lima one of the 
Porto Rican cases which are now pending 
in the United States Supreme Court and 
were argued there some time since. He 
stated that his brief was in support of the 
Government contention of the right to levy 
duty in connection with commerce be- 
tween the United Btates and Porto Rico, 
and that he appeared as the representative 
of the New England Tobacco Growers’ As- 
sociation. He added that he had the con- 
sent of the opposing counsel to present the 
document. Mr. Hoyt, representing the 
Government, “expressed fear that if the 
brief should be filed it would call for re- 
plies. Mr. Gardiner said he could not un- 
derstand why the Government should ob- 
ject to the filing of a brief which might 
save the case for it. The Chief Justice told 
Mr. Gardiner that he could hand the brief 
to the clerk. The brief makes the follow- 
ing statement as to the purposes of the

These aggregate all the powers of the most 
potent sovereignty, and the National Government 
can exercise them all unless expressly pro- 
hibited by the Constitution. 

Second—The sovereign powers of the Nation 
are exercised through the legislative, executive,

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CUBA AND THE UNITED STATES. 


Senator O. H. Platt Talks of His Amend- 
ment and of the Situation in 


the Island. 

Senator Orville H. Platt of Connecticut, 
author of what is known as the Platt 
amendment relating to Cuba, is at. the 
Murray Hill Hotel. 

Breaking through his usual reserve in 
talking for publication, he had something 
to say yesterday relative to Cuban affairs. 

“The real essence,” he said, ‘‘of the 
propositions of this Government is that 
the Cubans recognize the right of the 
United States to maintain the independence 
of Cuba and the stability of its Govern- 
ment. That right, once being recognized 
by the Cuban Constitution, there will be no 
trouble about the enforcement. All will be 
plain sailing. 

“The property owners and the conserva- 
tive classes in Cuba almost unanimously 
desire the protection of this Government; 
those opposed to it do not count for much. 

‘*Most of the people in this country do 
not understand the real feelitig in Cuba. 
The news reports from Havana have been 
very conflicting. They are almost as un- 
trustworthy as the dispatches from China 
iast year about the Boxer troubles, 

“A few days ago‘the Platt amendment 
was reported defeated in the Cuban Con- 
stitutional Convention by a vote of 24 to 2. 
A little later the vote was given as 18 to 10. 
As-a matter of fact, final action has not 
been taken. I do not believe there is any 


truth in the report that a Cuban delegation 
will visit Washington for a conference on 


the subject. 

“In reality little interest 
in Cuba in the convention.

The prop- 
erty owners took very litle interest in the 
election of delegates, believing that in any 
event the American Government would 
protect them and their property. No in- 
terest was shown by the large colored pop- 
ulation in the convention. Many of the 
delegates have no interests at stake, but 
want to figure as patriots. Some of the 
members are old revolutionists, officers in 
the insurgent army, and lawyers, while 
some are mere adventurers. Some of them 
seem to think that the Spanish yoke having 
been thrown off, they ought to come in and 
take possession. 

‘Yet one-third of the members of the 
convention are friendly to the United 
States and appreciate what we have done 
and what we intend to do for Cuba; an- 
other third is hostile to America, and the 
balance are indifferent. It is the members 
of the hostile element who are making all 
the noise and attempting to create a belief 
that Cubans do not want this Government. 
They are misrepresenting the facts. The 
two most important elements of the Cu- 
bans—the property owners and the work- 
ingmen—heartily favor the proposals of the 
United States and rely on the continued 
assistance of our Government. 

“In the course of time all Cubans will 
accept the overtures of the American Gov- 
ernment in letter and spirit, unless the agi- 
tators convince the people we are oppress- 
ing them, something I believe they will not 
succeed in doing.”’

WAR REVENUE TAX DECISION. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—In the United 
States Supreme Court an opinion was hand- 
ed down to-day in the case of Fairbank vs. 
the United States. The case involved the 
constitutionality of the war revenue law 
imposing a tax upon export bills of lading. 
The court decided against the Govern- 
ment, holding that provision of the law 
unconstitutional. The opinion was handed 
down by Justice Brewer, and Justices Har- 
lan, Gray, White, and McKenna dissented. 

The case came to the Supreme Court 
from the United States District Court for 
Minnesota. The decision of that court sus- 


tained the validity of the law imposing a 
tax of 10 cents on export bills of lading, 
Fairbank being fined $25 for his supposed 
offense. He is an agent of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company, and was con- 
victed of violating the law in March, 1900, 
the specific charge being that of issuing 
bills of lading on wheat to be exported to 
England without attaching the stamp to 
them as required by law. ine tax was re- 
sisted on the ground that it violates the 
provision of the Constitution requiring that 
““No tax or duty shall be laid on articles 
exported from any other State.” 

The substance of the court’s decision was 
embraced in the concluding paragraph, 
which is as follows: 

“We are of opinion that a stamp tax on 
a foreign bill of lading is in substance and 
effect equivalent to a tax on the articles 
included in that bill of lading, and there- 
fore a tax or duty on exports, and in con- 
flict with the Constitutional prohibition.” 
The judgment of the District Court was re- 
versed and the case remanded with instruc- 
tions to grant a new trial. 

In the course of his opinion Justice Brew- 
er took cognizance of the contention that if 
the duty on foreign bills of lading is not 
sustained it will follow that tonnage taxes 
— stamp duties on manifests must fail 
also, 

‘The validity of such taxes is not before 
us for determination,’’ he said, ‘‘ and there- 
fore we must decline to express any opinion 
thereon, and yet it may not be improper 
to say that even if the suggested result 
should follow it furnishes no reason for not 
recognizing that which in our judgment is 
the true construction of the Constitutional 
limitations.”’ 

Justice Harlan delivered the opinion of 
the dissenting Justices, basing it upon the 
ground that the precedents justify the tax 
on foreign bills. 

Justice Brown concurred only in the re- 
sult reached by the majority. 


CUBAN COMMISSION NAMED. 


HAVANA, April 15.—At to-day’s session 
of the Cuban Constitutional Convention 
five delegates—Sefiors Diego Tamayo, Ca- 
pote, Berriel, Portuon@o, and Llorente— 
were appointed a commission to go to 
Washington to lay before President Mc- 
Kinley the desires of the convention re- 
garding the future relations between Cuba 
and the United States. 

The commission was instructed to confer 
with Governor General Wood regarding the 
date of departure and the best conditions 
for an interview with the President. 

At to-morrow’s session the convention 
will consider the advisability of adjourn- 
ing until the return of the commission. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The committee 
of the Cuban Constitutional Convention ap- 
pointed to visit Washington for consulta- 
tion regarding the ‘“* Platt’’ amendment 
are assured of an interview with the Chief 
Executive. They will be compelled, how- 
ever, to hasten their departure for Wash- 
ington if they hope to see the President 
before he leaves on his Western trip, on 
which he starts just two weeks from to- 
day. The Administration is anxious to ac- 
cord every facility to the committee for 
ascertaining the intents and purposes of 
the Government as embodied in the amend- 
ment, believing that in the end the Cubans 
will realize that its acceptance by them 
will prove for the best interests of both 
countries. 


TALK OF NEW CANAL TREATY. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Long inter- 
views were had to-day between Secretary 
Hay and Senators Foraker and Lodge, sup- 
posedly with reference to the proposed 
Isthmian Canal Treaty, which is to replace 
the Hay-Pauncefote Treaty, if Secretary 
Hay succeeds in his task of reconciling the 
views of the Senate and the Administra- 
tion. 

The talks that the Secretary of State thus 
far has had with Senators on the subject of 
a canal treaty have revealed a considerable 
opposition to any .treaty at all, some Sen- 
ators insisting that nothing more is requis- 
ite to the construction of the canal than 
the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
Treaty, and ic is still far from certain that 
a treaty can be drafted that will command 
the support of two-thirds of the Senate 
and still be reasonably acceptable to Great 
Britain. 


The Italian Ambassador’s Successor. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The State De- 
partment has been advised through the 
American Ambassador at Rome and the 
Italian Foreign Office that Baron Fava 
will be succeeded as Ambassador from 
Italy to this country by the Marquis Obizzo 
Malispina Di Carbonara, at present Minis- 
ter for Italy at the Argentine Republic. 
The Marquis has had a wide diplomatic ex- 
perience and served in Washington as one 
of the attachés of the_Italian Legation 
about ten years ago. He will receive a 
substantial promotion by his new appoint- 
ment, rising from the rank of Minister to 
that of Ambassador. 


Harold Crowley Not Guilty. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, April 15.—Harold 
Crowley of Lockport, N. Y., son of ex-Con- 


gressman Crowley, and an employe of the 
Postal Department, who was recently ar- 
rested on a charge of misappropriating 


.postal funds, was formally arraigned to- 


day and found not guilty. 


STATUS, OF HAWAIIAN COURT. 


Action of Supreme Court There Not 
Final—Attached to Ninth Ju- 


dicial District. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—The United 
State Supreme Court, through Chief Justice 
Fuller, to-day issued an order granting 
leave to file a motion for a rule against 
the Circuit Court of Appeals for the Ninth 
Circuit to permit the filing of an appeal in 


that court from a decision of the Supreme 
Court of Hawaii in the Wilders Steamship 
Company case. The rule was made return- 
able May 13. 


Previous to this action a rule was: pro-, 


mulgated attaching the Territory of Ha- 
wali to the Ninth Circuit, with headquar- 
ters at San Francisco. 

The.Supreme Court of the Territory ren- 
dered judgment for $55,000 against the 
Wilder Steamship Company, and when .the 
company attempted to appeal the Circuit 
Court of Appeals on April 1, 1900, refused 
to entertain the appeal, holding that the 
judgment of the territorial court was final.

MME. ODILON’S APPEARANCE. 


The German Actress Well Received at 


the Irving Place Theatre. 

Mme. Helene Odilon, a German actress of 
considerable celebrity, made her first ap- 
pearance in this city and in America last 
night at the Irving Place Theatre in a 
three-act play by Hermann Bahr, entitled 
‘The Star.” 

Herr Bahr considered an author of 
some ability in Germany, but the play of 
last night does not bear out his fame as a 
dramatist. It is weak in language and 
action and strained and false in sentiment. 
Its theme is not plausible, although it 
might have been made interesting by skill- 
ful treatment, 

It is therefore to be regretted that Mme. 
Odilon or her manager should have selected 
such a poor vehicle for her first appearance 
before an audience which had been led to 
expect a great deal. It was said in the ad- 
vance notices that this piece was written 
especially for Mme. Odilon. F : 

If it is true it is unfortunate, for it might 
lead people to believe that it marked the 
limits of Mme. Odilon’s talent. This, of 
course, it does not do. The réle portrayed 
in this piece by Mme. Odilon is that of 
Lona Ladinser, a famous actress, who is 
not satisfied by her art, but longs for the 
happiness of an idyllic and ideal love. 

A young novice has written a play

which she appears. The play is a failure, 
and the unfortunate author calls on the 
famous actress to make his excuses. She 


is captivated by his youthful bashfulness 
and they fall in love with each other. She 
wants to enjoy his love without having 
everybody know it, and induces him to take 
rooms in a quiet part of Vienna, where she 
calls on him every day. 

Of course this is not to be kept secret, 
and when her lover finds that all the town 
talks of it he grows tired of her, insults 
her in her own house, and.leaves her. She 
returns to her art to seek forgetfulness. 

Mme. Odilon acted naturally, - looked 
charming, and wore some fine gowns. 

Adolf Zimmermann, as her lover, was en- 
tirely sufficient for the few demands of 
this inane part. Gustav von Seyffertitz 
played effectively the uninteresting part of 
a kind friend who has advice for every one. 


NEW THEATRE PROBABLE. 


M. L. Sire Contemplates Turning Cri- 
terion Hotel, at Fortieth Street and 
Broadway, Into a Playhouse. 
ye owner of the property lo- 
cated on the northeast corner of Fortieth 
Street and Broadway, at present occupied 
by the Criterion Hotel, formerly the Stew- 
art House, cantemplates reconstructing 
the building and turning it into a theatre. 
Mr. Sire, when seen at the New York 
Theatre last evening, said he had not defi- 


nitely decided upon this plan, and would 
not for a week at least, owing to a propo- 
sition he has received for the rent of the 
store which heretofore has been a restau- 
rant. This offer is being considered quite 
favorably. It is the only cause which keeps 
Mr. Sire from carrying out his plans. If 
the building should ultimately be turned 
into a theatre Mr. Sire believes that with 
his ideas carried out as to construction 
he will have an amusement house more 
complete in every detail than the Criterion 
Theatre now leased from the Sire Brothers 
by Charles Frohman.

The house was 
crowded to its utmost capacity. 

The applause with which Sir Henry’s

Sir Henry gave a supper and held a re- 
ception on the stage after the perform- 
ance, at which nearly all artistic and _lit- 
erary London assembled to welcome him 
back to his old home. 

The usual scenes attending the opening 
of an Irving-Terry season were witnessed 
around the doors of the Lyceum Theatre 
yesterday. As early as 7 o'clock in the 
morning men and women collected, armed 
with campstools, novels, sandwiches, and 
flasks. The crowds rapidly increased, until 
a special police force was required to keep 
the firstnighters in line.

DE WOLF HOPPER AND DAN DALY 
Crowd at Their Trial for Violating Sun- 


day Law—Magistrate Zeller 


Reserved Decision. 

Among the alleged malefactors arraigned 
before Magistrate Zeller yesterday morning 
in the Yorkville Police Court were De Wolf 
Hopper and Dan Daly, actors, and William 
A. Brady, the theatrical manager. Police 
Inspector Thompson asked the Court to de- 
cide whether or not Hopper and Daly had 
been guilty on Sunday night of violating 
the Sunday law regarding the wearing of 
costumes in a performance at the Academy 
of Music, and, if so, whether or not Man- 
ager Brady was an accessory before and 
atter the fact. 

Inspector Thompson when he set forth 
Sunday night had in his possession infor- 
mation furnjshed him by the New York 
Sabbath Committee that certain actors had 
entered into a conspiracy to give a per- 
formance at the Academy of Music for the 
benefit of their sick and destitute brethren 
that night. 

The Inspector went to the theatre. Hop- 
per and Daly were on the stage giving a 
burlesque of one of the scenes in ‘‘ Uncle 
Tom's Cabin."’ Hopper, according to the 
Inspector's testimony, wore a long dress 
coat reaching to the floor and had streaks 
of stage paint across his face, while Daly 
wore a pair of duck trousers and a fierce 
mustache. The Inspector waited until the 
end of the performance and then pounced 
upon the two actors, and Manager Brady 
for aiding and abetting them. They were 
taken to a police station and held in bail 
for their appearance in the Police Court. 

A big crowd of spectators gathered in the 
court room yesterday morning to see what 
the actors would have to say for_them- 
selves. When the case was called, Inspec- 
tor Thompson gave his story, and Capt. 
Gannon corroborated him. Lawyer Nathan 
Veidenberg, for the defendants, Said it was 
useless to go into cross-examination, as 
there was plainly no violation of the Sun- 
day law. Chocolate-colored streaks across 
the face, he declared, were not costume, 
nor was a dress suit or false mustache, ac- 
cording to this same law. There was no» 
further examination, and the Magistrate 
said he would render his decision to-mor- 
row. 


PANIC IN A BLAZING CAR. 


Passengers Jump and a Fire Company’s 
Inquisitive Dog Gets a Bad Shock. 


A fuse blew out and set fire to south- 
bound Madison Avenue Car No. 1,270, be- 
tween Fifty-fourth and Fifty-fifth Streets, 
at midnight last night. The car was full of 
people, who fled in panic, some leaping be- 
fore the car was stopped. Fire Truck No. 2, 
Madison Avenue and Fiftieth Street, put 
the fire out in about twenty minutes. The 
damage to the car was $20. 

About a month ago Truck No. 2 on its 
way toa fire was hit by a Madison Avenue 
car at Fifty-third Street, and John Gary, 
one of the firemen, was almost instantly 
killed. When the truck turned out last 
night Gary’s dog, Teddy, which has for a 
couple of years followed it to all fires, ran 
out as usual. While the firemen were play- 
ing their hose on the burning car the in- 
quisitive dog got underneath and in some 
way received an electric shock. 

Its howls attracted the firemen and they 
extricated the dog at great peril to them- 
selves. It is believed the dog will not re- 
cover despite the efforts of a veterinary 
whose services were secured in an effort 
to save Teddy’s life. 


Convict Replies to Divorce Suit for De- 
sertion — Would Live with Wife, 
but Conditions Prevent. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 15.—Adrain Ar- 
thur Rockliffe, who is at present a pris- 


oner in Sing Sing Prison undergoing a sen- 
tence of tHree years upon conviction of 
bigamy, has filed an answer to the action 
begun against him by his wife for divorce. 

The answer is made without the aid of a 
lawyer. The parties to the suit, instituted 
in Chancery, formerly lived in Newark. 
They separated, and Rockliffe claims that 
before he remarried in New York he heard 
and believed his first wife dead. He was 
convicted and sentenced. The action is 
brouhgt by the first wife on the ground of 
desertion. 

The answer shows that the prisoner has 
read the New Jersey laws, for he sets up 
the plea that he is ready and willing to 
live with his wife, now that he knows she 
is alive, but is unable to do so, owing to 
circumstances over which he has no con- 
trol. He further sets up the plea that the 
fact he has been convicted of a _ crime is 
not, under the laws of this State, a mat- 
ter justifying divorce. He also announces 
that he has no means of defending the suit 
except by mail, and reserves the right to 
file briefs in that manner. 

Persons familiar with divorce procedure 
in this State say the answer if sustained, 
as it probably can be, will cause the wife 
to loose the suit, providing her prayer is 
not amended so as to include the statutory 
offense arising out of his committing 
bigamy. This can be done, but as the pray- 
er now stands the case seems likely to go 
against the wife. 


E. SALTUS LOSES HIS SUIT. 


Petition to Recover Possession of His 
Child Dismissed. 


BOSTON, April 15.—The petition of 
Edgar Saltus, journalist and author, of 


New York, for a writ of habeas corpus for 
the release of his four-year-old daughter, 
Elsie, out of the alleged unlawful custody 
ot his wife, Mrs. Elsie W. Saltus, was dis- 
missed by Judge Loring, in the Supreme 
Court, to-day, on motion of counsel for 
the petitioner. - 

Mr. Saltus is ordered to pay the respond- 
ent $65 as costs, together with such fur- 
ther sum as shall fairly reimburse her for 
actual cash expenses of herself and wit- 
nesses caused by reason of a continuance 
of the hearing in the case from last Friday 
until to-day. 

Mr. and Mrs. Saltus have been living 
apart for about a year. The man claimed 
that his wife had no legal right to the cus- 
tody of the child. 


Herzog Will Not Discuss McComb Will.

PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—Louis Her- 
zog was surprised by the terms of the will 
of James J. McComb specifying that he was 
to marry Fanny McComb. When seen at 
his father’s residence to-day he said: ‘‘ I do 


not care to speak of Mr. McComb’s will! 
turther than to acknowledge that I am the 
man mentioned. I know Miss McComb. 
She is about a year younger than myself. I 
refuse to say anything further about the 
case, The will was a great surprise to me.”’ 
The will provided that in case of the mar- 
riage Miss McComb should receive an an- 
nuity of $15,000 per year and on her death 
$300,000 should go to her children. 


Settling New Jersey Central Trouble. 

It was stated yesterday that the trainmen 
employed on the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey will have a hearing on giving two 
days’ notice to the officials, and that the 
settlement of the demands of the engineers 
and firemen last week will pave the way 
to a speedy settlement of the trainmen’s 
demands. The yardmen, who are members 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
have already received an advance of wages, 
so that only a section of the trainmen are 
dissatisfied with-present conditions. No ac- 
tion of any kind has been taken by the 
company, as far as could be learned yes- 
terday, regarding the telegraphers, and 
when the trainmen settle their difficulties 
with te company it will wind up the con- 
ferences between the labor men and the 
officials for the present. 


Man Stabbed on a Brooklyn Street. 


James Luech, twenty-one years old, of 
126 North First Street, Williamsburg, stag- 
gered into the Eastern District Hospital 
early yesterday morning suffering from 
several severe gashes of the throat. The 
wounds, he said, had been inflicted by an 
unknown man who sprang upon him from 
a hallway at North First Street and Berry 
Street. His wounds were dressed and he 
returned home after informing the police 
of the Bedford Avenue Statiqn. Luech said 








he could not account for the murderous 
assault, and had never seen his assailant 
before.

REVOLUTIONARY DATES — 
WOEFULLY TWISTED 


Revolution Itself Put Back Twenty 
Years, to 1756. 

















Daughters of American Revolution, in 
a Tablet Unveiling, Get Their 
Chronology Upset. 


The Mary Washington Chapter Daughters 
of the American Revolution put itself on 
record yesterday as a maker of history. 
This was not in the slow way of living 
events, for at one swell swoop the chapter 
has put back the American Revolution 
more than a score of years, registered this 
fact in solid bronze, and placed the record 
in a brand new part of an old building, se- 
lected evidently in accordance with its 
methods of historical reconstruction. These 
facts are of particular interest and impor- 
tance, for the object of the chapter, like that 
of its sister organizations, is to keep alive 
among its members and their descendants 
the patriotic spirit of the men and women 
of the early days of the country and to edu- 
cate American youth in the patriotic way 
in which it should go. 

The chapter had a day of days yesterday, 
though in the eyes of the uninitiated, who 
live outside patriotic societies and know 
history only as it is found in books, it would 
seem that the Mary Washington “C. D. A. 
R.’s”’ got ‘‘ all muddled up.”’ 

In the first place the chapter decided 
some time ago that it was a shame and a 
disgrace that the old revolutionary prison, 
now the Register's office, at the New York 
end of the Brooklyn Bridge, should not be 
appropriately marked. There was unanimity 
of opinion in this, the members of the chap- 
ter collected money immediately, and a 
bronze tablet was engraved, to be placed 
inside the building. The ceremony of un- 
veiling was to take place upon the anniver- 
sary of some event connected with the Revo- 
lution and the city, and the chapter chose 
Evacuation Day. The invitations were 
osietes and sent out, reading something like 

Ss: 

‘““You are invited to celebrate the unveil- 
ing of a tablet to our ancestors who died in 
the old Provost Prison, to be held on the 
ney of Evacuation Day, April 5, 
gO1."” 

That was the first announcement to the 
pubHec that Evacuation Day had been 
changed from Nov. 25 to the middle of 
April, and created some little surprise. But 
the initiated members of the chapter under- 
stood, and gathered for the unveiling yes- 
terday, while the public looked on with in- 
terest. The day of surprises was not over. 
With great dignity and earnestness Miss 
Mary Van Buren Vanderpoel, Regent of the 
chapter, drew the veil from a handsome 
bronze tablet and the public and chapter 
members gazed at it breathlessly. This is 
what they read: 

| This Tablet Marks the Site of the 
Provost Prison, 
Where Patriots Died for the 
Cause of Freedom About A. D. 1756. 
Erected by the 
Mary Washington Colonial Chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
April 15, A. D. 1901. | 
nr orks a ee cc : Kis. 

The chapter’s members’ expression as they 
read was one of affectionate admiration, 
but the ignorant public gasped. Patriots 
who had died in 1756 when the war of the 
revolution had not begun until 1775! 

“Great Scott!’ exclaimed a man coming 
out of the Register’s office as he stopped 
and read the inscription, ‘‘ How history has 
changed since I went to school!” 

The ceremonies roceeded without re- 
marks other than those which were regu- 
larly on the programme and which in one 
instance seemed to be peculiarly in accord- 
ance with the original conditions of the 
whole affair. One of the speakers was the 
Rev. John P. Peters, who was invited to 
speak because he, too, like the chapter 
members, could trace his ancestry back to 
Revolutionary days. The Rev. Mr. Peters 
did not look upon this coincidence in quite 
the same light as did the members of the 
chapter: : 

**[T don’t exactly know why I am here 
to-day,”’ he said, as he began his remarks. 
‘“*My ancestors all took the other side in 
the Revolution, and if I had been there I 
should have been on the other side, too.” 

Not content with changes of dates, the 
chapter also tampered with the time. 

The unveiling was to have taken place at 
12:30, but for some reason the hour was 
changed to 12, and while a good number of 
the members of the chapter gathered to 
witness the great event of the new evacua- 
tion day at that time, as many more came 
at 12:30, when the first half of the chapter 
had departed to undertake new historical 
events. It was about this time that a new 
discovery was made. 

The tablet has been placed on the wall 
of the south side of the building, just inside 
the entrance. . 

‘* How nice it is,’ said one of the Mary 
Washington, patriots, as she looked at the 
surroundings of the tablet after its unveil- 
ing, ‘‘that the wall around it looks so 
clean and fresh; not dirty and grimy, like 
the rest of the building.”’ 

‘Fresh and new!” exclaimed Judge 
David McAdam, who chanced to be pass- 
ing. ‘‘I should our so. It is all new here. 
My carpenter built this addition to the 
building only a few years ago.”’ 

A student of history went to call upon 
Miss Vanderpoel later in the day to ask 
about the original researches of the chap- 
ter and the conclusions it had reached. 

‘Why, I am sure it is all quite right,” 
said Miss Vanderpoel, ‘for we had some 
of the best historians in the city look up 
the dates. Perhaps Evacuation Day was 
not on the 15th of April, but if it wasn’t, 
then I am sure that must have been the 
day that the last redcoat left New York.” 

ome people say that there was a slight 
mistake made in the tablet, and that the 
date 1756 meant that the old prison was 
put up in 1756, the date 4 When by Mr. Gug- 
genheimer in his lon istorical address, 
which was bristling with facts learned out 
of ordinary, every-day histories.

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TO MAKE LAWTON MEMORIAL. 


Daniel C. French Has Been Selected 
by the Association. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 15.—Dantel 
C. French, the designer of the Garfield 
Memorial in Fairmount Park, Philadelphia; 
the Richard M. Hunt Memorial in Central 
Park, New York, and many other monu- 
ments, will receive a commission from the 
Lawton Monument Association to construct 
a memorial to Gen. Henry W. Lawton, who 
was killed in the Philippines. Mr. French 
was chosen as a result of a long corre- 
spondence with the National Sculpture So- 
ciety. 

Gov. Durbin, as ex officio Chairman of 
the association, has taken an active inter- 
est in its work. About $4,000 has already 
been subscribed, and the association be- 
lieves $2,000 additional can be obtained. A 
portrait bust in the State House or at some 
point in the Court House grounds or on 
the Federal building site, or a bas relief or 
a heroic figure in bronze, is the sugges- 
tion that has been offered. But the as- 
sociation will defer largely to the views 
of the sculptor. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


Stow Interests to Effect a Change in 
the Management of the Mexi- 
can Central. 

A broker connected with the Stow inter- 
ests in the Mexican Central Railway Com- 
pany announced yesterday that those in- 
terests held about 265,000 shares out of the 
total 480,000 of that company, and that 
they will effect a change in the manage- 
ment of that road at the annual meeting 
on May 1. In addition to this, it was 
stated on the same authority that the 
head offices of the company will be re- 
moved from Boston to this city. 

In reply to a question as to the future of 
the road and whether it would be operated 
ir. conjunction with any other system, the 
broker said that that had not been deter- 
mined yet, adding, * There is another road 
going into El Paso as well as the Roce 
Island. People don't realize it, but this is 
a day of surprises.” 

The efforts of President Robinson and 
others to obtain sufficient proxies to con- 
trol the annual meeting ended last Satur- 
day, it was said, and the new interests 
were now in a position to take hold of the 
management of the property. 
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NORTHERN PACIFIC’S NEW LINE. 


Road Will Operate Steamers from 
Tacoma to Liverpool. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., April 25.—The North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company to-day made 
important announcements regarding a new 
line of steamships which the company will 
operate three-quarters of the way around 


the globe, or, in other words, from Tacoma 
to Liverpool. by way of the Pacific Ocean, 
the Suez Canal, and the Mediterranean Sea. 
There has been in process of formation for 
several months a line of ships to run be- 
tween the Puget Sound ports and the Far 
East: in fact, one boat was dispatched on 
the new route, as was stated at the time, 
but the negotiations for the eight —— 
which will be put on the route are only 
just closed, and the announcement that 
they will be assigned to regular sailings 
is confirmed by Northern Pacific officials. 


The ships are what is known_as the 
‘*Glen’’ ships in marine circles. They are 
as follows: The Glenochy, 8,000 tons; 


Glenroy, 10,500 tons; Glenlogan, a new ship: 
Glenturret, 8,100 tons; Glengarry, 4,2 
tons; Glengyle, 4,000 tons, and the Glen- 
shield, 4,000 tons.

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FEAR FOR INDEPENDENCE. 


Opinions Differ as to the Practicability 
of the Yacht’s Sail Spread. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, April 15.—Ever sigce the publi- 
cation of the sail plan of the yacht Inde- 
pendence, experts have been discttssing the 
chances of the local cup candidate. ‘To 
those who examined closely into the plans 
of the hull, made public some weeks ago, 
the figures which make known the enor- 
mous sail spread which the yacht will 
carry came hardly in the nature of a sur- 
prise. The Independence was primarily de- 


signed to carry sail, and even a mere cur- 
sory inspection of the plans of the hull 
led to the belief that Designer Crownin- 
shield intended following 

policy of ‘‘ cramming on sail.’ 

There are many, however, who doubt 
that the yacht will ever be able to handle 
the rig designed for her in anything but a 
light or a medium breeze. One noted de- 
signer, in speaking of the chances of the 
Lawson boat, said: 

‘Never before was such a rig put on a 
single sticker or any other yacht, and I do 
not see how the Independence is going to 
carry, it. The Columbia with a much 
smaller rig was keeled over to the limit. 
Aside from the ability of the yacht herself 
to carry the huge spread there enters an- 
other factor in the strength of materials 
to withstand the terrific “atrain that will 
be imposed during a heavy blow. Mr. 
Crowninshield undoubtedly is a_ bright 
young man, but he has had no experience 
with big boats, and | tear this problem has 
*-been too much for him. I will wager that 
the whole thing will go to pieces before 
the yacht has had many runs, for I cannot 
see how this spread of sail can be carried.’

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TAXING MORTGAGES. 

A tax bill urged in the Senate with 
great pertinacity is that introduced by 
Senator STRANAHAN, now known as No, 
1,515. It ‘‘amends the tax law in rela- 
tion to the taxation of mortgage indebt- 
edness.” It is novel in principle, compli- 
cated in method, and wholly objectiona- 
ble. 

Taxing mortgages on real estate has 
little to commend it. First, the whole 
property is taxed—in New York at the 
rate of 24% per cent.—then part of the 
property, that mortgaged, is again taxed. 
This is double taxation and without jus- 
3ut if there is to be a dis- 
the subjects of State 


tification. 
tinction between 
and county taxation—mortgages being 
eliminated from Assessors’ lists in coun- 
ties and liable only to State taxation— 
the principle of this bill would be rea- 
sonable, though novel. In its present 
form, is a principle discernible? 

Section 293 of the tax law as now pre- 
sented is so framed that the effect is 
substantially to exempt all business and 
transportation companies, banks, trust 
and insurance companies, and practically 
all corporations except religious and be- 
nevolent societies, which 
influence at Albany. The mortgages left 
to be taxed are those held by charitable,

and by executors, guardians, and trustees 
representing widows and orphans, and by 
individuals who occasionally invest on 
bond and mortgage. 

Executors, trustees, and guardians are 
compelled by law .to invest trust estates

This, as the corporations are 
exempt from tax, they can readily yield, 
while the estates in the interést of wid- 
ows and orphans, being taxed, cannot af- 
ford to accept the lower rate of interest. 

Charitable and missionary institutions 
are now exempt from all taxation. Gen- 
erous benefactions have been made en- 
abling the societies to disburse their en- 
tire income in good work, and it is well 
known that their calls do not diminish. 
If obliged to pay one-half of 1 per cent.— 
one-eighth of their income—as 
tax, they must cut down their allowances 


to the families dependent upon them. A 


a State 


benevolent society founded by philan- 
thropists, having an income of, say, $50,- 
000, must yield up $6,000 to the State 
and proportionately reduce appropria- 
tions for education and relief. 

So the Stranahan bill reduces the ex- 
pected State revenue very materially to 
placate business and_ transportation 
companies, savings banks, and trust 
companies, supposed to be taxed by other 
laws, and resorts to estates for the ben- 
efit of persons dependent on their in- 
come and to charitable and missionary 
societies for the comparatively small 
revenue that will be derived. But the 
superb principle is maintained: ™ Spare 
the corporations; tax the widow and 
orphan.” 

Whatever pretense of justification ex- 
ists for the exemption of the corpora- 
tions on the plea that they are otherwise 
taxed vanishes when the tax laws of 
1901 are considered. Corporations other 
than business and transportation com- 
panies are taxed very slightly—some 1 
per cent. on their surplus, some 1 per 
cent, on their income. Insurance compa- 
nies pay 1 per cent. on their annual 
premiums, with allowance for returned 
premiums. Who pays any tax on bonds 
of railway companies? Personal taxes 
are not classified or analyzed; whoever 
pays the tax carefully forgets, as a rule, 
all such insignificant things as railway 
bonds. Executors and trustees do, in- 
deed, disclose the personal property liable 
to taxation belonging to their trusts, and 
therefore pay local rates. 


As to the provisions for carrying out 
the law—the complicated rules and reg- 
ulations which recording officers, State 
Controller and Treasurer, Judges of the 
Court of Appeals and Appellate Divisions, 
are to construe and to expand—the temp- 
tation to debtors to put creditors to ex- 
pense and vexatious trouble by informing 
against them, pocketing half the tax and 
securing ‘‘exoneration from. their obli+ 


gations ’’—the extraordinary and uncon- 


stitutional sections which must inevita- 
bly lead to confusion and 
these are matters of detail, 


litigation—

quence of which legislators and the State 
cannot éScape; though where the mort- 
gagee, outrageously mulcted and plun- 
dered under the form of a statute, can 
look for a remedy is problematic. 

Even if the Legislature is not prepared 
to pass Senator SLAT#R’s bill exempting 
all mortgages on real property from tax- 
ation, let it reject Senator STRANAHAN’S 
bill exempting corporations from the tax

RAILROADS IN CHINA. 


That was, we think, a very interesting 
interview which we printed yesterday 
with Mr. H. T. Bosman of Hongkong. It 
is the more interesting and much the 
more important because Mr. BosMAN, be- 
ing in a manner a native Chinaman, is 
also a British subject and a holder of 
Hongkong is, in it- 
self, a strange melter of racial distinc- 
tions. British in possession for quite 
half a century, it is an outpost of, West- 
ern civilization in what may be called 
the heart of China. The Western influ- 
ence has gone so far that in Hongkong 
a Chinese lady’s foot need not be de- 
formed in order to certify that she is a 
lady. It is the place in which the two 
civilizations might be expected to meet 
and to exchange whatever values they

carried. 

What Mr. BosMAn proposes is that, in- 
stead of exacting heavy indemnities, in 
the Western Powers 
should take indemnities. in the 
shape of Chinese railroads. That is evi- 
dently in the line of what our own Gov- 
ernment has proposed, and what the 
British Government has more or less sec- 
onded, about the indemnities. It is evi- 
dent to everybody that the collection in 
cash of the indemnities, upon the basis 
of the actual expenses of the Powers in 
China, would not be a fair basis. The 
question would immediately arise, as be- 
tween two civilized Powers, that would 
arise between two civilized individuals, 
Did you really incur this expenditure? 
And, if you did, was it such an expendi- 
ture as you would have authorized if you 
had been “going a warfare,” as the 
Scripture puts it, ‘at your own cost’’? 
Those searching questions. 
There is no decent answer to be returned 
to them by Germany, for example, which 
is understood to have guaranteed double 
pay to her officers and her soldiers em- 
ployed in China, in spite of the fact that 
Germany has had nothing whatever to do 
with the legitimate and actual employ- 
ment of troops in China, and has had to 
devise more or less illusory “* punitive ex-

peditions ’’ in order to give herself an ex- 
cuse for charging any cost whatever for 
the China. 


There is no decent excuse to be made by 


employment of troops in 
Russia, which has taken her pay in ad- 
vance, in the occupation. of Manchuria, 
and which already has in return for her 
promiscuous massacres of Manchurian 
Chinamen her “slice” of the Chinese 
Empire. 

But with the civilized Powers it is dif- 
ferent. The United States has the honor 
of having first suggested that increased 
trading privileges, on the part of China, 
might be accepted in lieu of 
That suggestion seems to have been ac- 
cepted by Great Britain. Now comes 
Mr. BosMAN, a native Chinaman and a 
British subject, to show us how our sug- 
gestion may be made practicable. With 
the details of his project we do not in- 
tend to meddle. That is a question for 
experts, and it ought to excite the atten- 
tion of all of them. It may be that his 
suggested financial basis for the ulti- 
mate payment of the indemnity may be

titled to our best consideration. 
understand that it might be perempto- 
rily rejected by Russia, which is not a 
trading nation. We can understand that 
it might become a subject of violent de-

bate in Germany, a nation in which it is 
by no means clear, even now, whether it 
is in the mediaeval state of militarism 
or the modern state of industrialism, a 
nation in which all the trading classes 
are on one side of that question and all 
the military, dynastic, and privileged 
classes on the other. But, from the mod- 
ern and commercial point of view, there 
is no reason whatever why this proposal 
to open up China, with the assent of its 
own Government, should not command 
in principle the assent of all the friends 
and advocates of modern civilization. 

In fact, the notion of “‘ looting ” people 
who have offended you is entirely med- 
jaeval. The notion of using their male- 
factions to advance your own interests is 
modern. Mr. BosMAN’s suggestion of the 
proper way in which to overrule the 
Boxer outbreak to the advantage of the 
world and the fraternization thereof may 
be open to some criticism in detail. But 
in its outline it is so attractive that we 
shall be disappointed if it does not meet 
with a wide acceptance as the solution of 
the pending ‘‘ Chinese problem.”

ROCK EXCAVATION IN CITY STREETS 


The amount of damage which is being 
done by blasting along the line of the 
subway is sufficiently great to demand 
attention from the contractor, who is 
likely to have considerable claims to set- 
tle before the work is finished. We do 
not think that the sub-contractors are 
careless, or at least not especially so. In 
most instances the usual precautions are 
taken to confine the detached stone to 
the trench. They are not always success- 
ful, but if they were the trouble would 
not be ended. With the high explosives 
now employed, the force of which is not 
always known until they are brought 
into use and which do not always behave 
twice alike, it is extremely dangerous to 
confine the gases too closely, and too 
much covering of the rock operated upon 
would be apt to result in greater damage 
to surrounding property than if the small 
stones were allowed to escape, since the 
coverings would be likely to go flying 
through the air, to the serious danger of 
everything destructible within range. 
But it is not the projected fragments 
which do most damage or most seriously 
interfere with the nerves and belongings 
of citizens living along the line of the 
work. Shock, jar, and vibration are vast- 
ly worse in their aggregate injury to 
persons and property. When forcite or 
its equivalent is used, the rocky back- 
bone of Manhattan Island is shaken. 
Miniature earthquakes are produced 
which crack walls and ceilings, jar mova- 
ble objects from their places, and do a 
vast amount of damage, not counting the 
injury to the health of sensitive persons 
who cannot stand the detonation and 
the extremely trying effect upon sick 
persons and young children.. It is a very 
serious evil, however regarded, and the 
immense amount of blasting to be done 
in connection with the extensive work 
now in hand warrants the inquiry wheth- 
er the progress of science has not given 
us a method of disintegrating rock which, 
if not as cheap as blowing it to pieces 
with high explosives, is safer and better 
from the point of view of the public 
health and the public interest. 

Nature has given us a hint in this mat- 
ter of which our clever scientists should 
not be slow to take advantage. At the 
foot of every cliff we find a great accu- 
mulation of detritus detached by silent 
but irresistible forces. These forces are 
heat and cold acting in their normal way 
by expansion, contraction, and the dis- 
placing force of ice. They work slowly, 
since nature is seldom in a hurry; but 
they can be so handled with the aid of 
mechanical appliances as to do their 
work quickly, and as silently as if slow- 
ly. There are many ways of heating the 
rock as hot as is needed to produce the 
greatest expansion of which it is capable. 
Steam is probably the cheapest and most 
convenient, and it is easily available in 
eonnection with the subway excavation. 
Drill holes give access to any part of the 
rock upon which it is desired to exert 
disruptive force. By means of steam in- 
troduced into drill holes we can make the 
rock very hot along the selected lines of 
cleavage. It next becomes necessary, in 
following the example of nature in rock 
reduction, to cool it as suddenly and lo- 
cally as possible. For this purpose liquid 
air is probably the most efficient agent. 
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If poured into drill holes in the artifi- 
cially heated rock the sudden and ex- 
treme refrigeration resulting would set 
up internal strains which not even ada- 
mant could resist. Planes of cleavage 
might thus be established wherever the 
excavator wanted them, and large or 
small fragments detached as absolutely 
as by forcite or dynamite and without 
any of the noise, shock, or jar which ac- 
companies explosive excavation. Rock 
thus divided by internal strains which 
produced cleavages would not by such 
separation of masses relieve all the inter- 
nal strains set up by the alternation of 
extremes of heat and cold. It would be 
found very brittle, at least for a time, 
and would readily crumble under the 
hammer, forming convenient fragments 
for removal. 

There is nothing fanciful] in this sug- 
gestion. On the contrary, it is extremely 
practical. The appliances needed are 
such as any mechanical engineer could 
work out in an hour. It should correct all 
the troubles incident to blasting in cities, 
which need no longer! be permitted. An 
expenditure of a hundred dollars Would 
determine its value, and unless we are 
quite mistaken it ‘would materially 
cheapen the cost of rock removal by 
permitting the contractors to dispense 
with all the precautions now necessary 
to reduce to a minimum the risk to life 
and property which attends blasting. 
Considering the fact that the subway fol- 
lows in a general way the rib of rock 
which New York is built upon, and that 
for the next two or three years the 
amount of blasting to be done will be of 
greater aggregate damage to buildings 
and their contents, to gas and water 
mains, to sewers, and to those who live 
along the line of the work, than a bom- 
bardment by a hostile fleet, a protest 
against blasting, and a demand for the 
trial of a method better adapted to the 
conditions existing in cities should re- 
ceive immediate attention from those in 
charge of the work. The convenience of 
the contractor and the economy of high 
explosives, less, are 
considerations of minor consequence in 


view of the costly damage inevitably at- 
tendant upon the present method of ex- 
plosive disruption.

TAKE THIS OUT. 


While the Governor and his conserva- 
tive friends and advisers are about the 
work of cutting bad things out of the 
amended charter, they would do well to 
apply the knife to Section 1,089, giving 
special privileges to a part of the gradu- 
ates of the New York City Normal Col- 


lege. That section reads as follows: 


All pupils who entered the Normal Col- 
lege of the City of New York on or before 


Feb. 1, 1898, shall upon graduation there- 
from be exempted from further examina- 


tion under this section, and shall upon 
such graduation be entitled to licenses to 
teach as regular teachers in the City of 


New York. 

It is estimated that this confers par- 
ticular favor, as regards appointments to 
teachers’ positions, on some 2,500 or 
2,600 persons. Such obviously class leg- 
islation should have very specific and 
very strong reasons to justify it. None, 
so far as we are aware, exists in this 
case, 

The only argument in favor of this ex- 
emption from examination such as others 
are obliged to undergo that has apparent 
force is that those who entered the Nor- 
mal College before 1898—the year of con- 
solidation—were promised that they 
should have licenses as regular teachers 
upon their graduation. This is so largely 
exaggerated as to be practically untrue. 
The most that graduates who entered 
before 1898 could expect was a proba- 
tionary license entitling them to substi- 
tute for six months, provided the City 
Superintendent was satisfied with their 
standing while in the college, and fur- 
ther provided that they passed the phys- 
ical examination required by the Board 
of Education. And those who received 
these probationary licenses did not re- 
ceive regular licenses unless they showed 
satisfactory teaching ability during sixty 


days of work as substitutes. Clearly thig 


is no foundation for the extreme privi- 
leges granted in the amended charter. 
On the other hand, the privileges thus 
granted are bound to be injurious to the 
public interest. Under the present sys- 
tem the City of New York gets the best 
teachers that apply for employment, 
without reference to the place of their 
training. The tests of relative fitness 
are at once searching and impartial. We 
do not say that they are perfect; but 
they are devised by experts especially 
devoted to that task and held to a close 
and clear responsibility for its perform- 
ante. From the eligible list resulting 
from the application of these tests, teach- 
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supposing that he was dealing with a live 
man, and all of them, again so far as we 
know, were perfectly satisfied that the man 
was thoroughly and conclusively dead. On 
the one hand, therefore, we are confronted 
with a lot of very positive evidence from 
recognized experts that electricity, as a 
means of inflicting the death penalty, is, as 
we said the other day, quick, humane, and 
fairly fre from repulsive features, while 
to balance this evidence we have from a 
second class of experts what is in effect 
little more than the assertion that elec- 
trical shocks do not always kill. Of course 
they do not, but the layman has sufficient 
ground for believing that these particular 
electrical shocks have the intended result. 
The burden of proof is on the electricians, 
and they cannot expect others to demon- 
strate their negative for them. 





~——On adjoining pages in one of the Lon- 
don weeklies we find two ‘“ Christian Sci- 
ence stories’. that ought to have been put 
close together—as close, say, as two cats 
hung by-their tails over a clothesline. The 
first of the stories is told, over his own 
signature, by no less a personage than the 
Earl of Dunmore. That intelligent repre- 
sentative of the British aristocracy, after 
declaring that, though a devoted follower 
of the Witch of Concord, he is willing to 
observe the sanitary laws of his country, 
proceeds as follows: 

We know by experience that Christian Science 
affords us protection against ailments and epi- 
demics, in illustration of which I may mention 
that I was face to face with the plague for a 
long time, last year, in a small town on an island 
in the South Pacific Ocean, where it raged for 
six months, sparing neither age, sex, nor color. 
During that time Christian Science not only af- 
forded me the protection above referred to, but 
through its teachings all sense of fear was en- 
tirely obliterated. 


How logical! how convincing! The Earl 
did not catch a disease the ravages of 
which are confined almost exclusively to 
the ill-fed+ and the uncleanly, and he 
knows that he®»wed his escape to ‘ Chris- 
tian Science’’! The second story is writ- 
ten by a resident of Cambridge, and runs 
thus: 


The wife of the head of one of the great col- 
leges here is a lady who takes her Christian 
Science very seriously, as becomes one who is 
‘* Reader ’’ of that Church here. Not long ago 
one of her little boys had an attack of violent 
toothache, and his mother, true to her principles, 
treated him according to the Christian Scientific 
methods, telling him that his pain was only a 
delusion, and putting him through the usual 
course. This did not seem to comfort the 
youngster much, for he only yelled the more. 
After two days of this the father, having given 
the Science a fair trial, could not stand it any 
longer and took the child to the common, or gar- 
den, dentist, who pulled out the offending tooth, 
and the pain, in the ordinary Way.

THE SYMBOLISM OF THE THUMB. 


Tu the Editor of The New York Times: 
Juveral and Pliny are the only writers 
of antiquity who give the symbolic lan- 
guage of the thumb in words so plain as 
to be unmistakable. 
Quintilian, Horace & Co. are elliptical, 
and for that reason are the only authori- 
lies that can be cited to give a shadow of 
plausibility to a contradiction of the con- 
clusions in the article no “ Pollice verso” 
in your issue of March 31 ult., and that, 
too, by misinterpretation. 
Quintilian (liber 11-3-19,) says: ‘‘ Fit et 
ille habitus, qui esse in statuis Pacificator 
solet, qui, inclinato in humerum dextrum 
capite, brachio ab aure protenso, manum 
infeste pollice extendit,’’ which Watson, an 
eminent scholar, translates: ‘‘ That gesture 
is also affected by some, in which Pacifi- 
cator is represented: by statuaries, who, 
with his head inclined over his right shoul- 
der and his arm stretched out on a level 
with his ear, spreads forth his hand with 
the thumb bent down ’’—and in a foot note 
he says: ‘‘ The turned-down thumb in the 
arena, meant death.’’ Having this error 
deeply rooted in his mind, he projects his 
own confusion upon the mind of Quintilian, 
and then pyts him in the false position of 
a sustaining authority. 
Watson's version of the whole paragraph 
is fallacious. Quintilian is made to describe 
‘ Pacificator’”’ as a statue with the head 
inclined over the right shoulder and the 
hand extended ‘‘infesto pollice ’—that is, 
with the thumb turned in such a direction 
as unmistakably argued hostility—a dispo- 
silion antithetical to his name—and he is 
made to declare it was customary for 
“sculptors to so represent him. In other 
words, Quintilian is made to appear more 


ignorant than the most ignorant of the 
rabble, as to the symbolism of the thumb. 
Tho ideas necessarily implied in “ Pacifi- 
cator’’ and ‘‘infesto pollice”’ are as mu- 
tually exclusive as daylight and darkness. 
Such an impossible Union of contradictions 
has never been seen in any statue, nor 
even alluded to by any writef, as is admit- 
ted in the foot note. It is a mythical proto- 
type of Gérome’s ‘ Pollice Verso.”’ 

Watson errs grossly, {n the first place, 
in miStranslating ‘‘infesto -pollice,”’ (hos- 
tile thumb,) as the thumb turned down. 
On the contrary, being simply a symbolic 
synonym of “ pollice verso,” it necessarily 
means the thumb turned up. In the second

standing. That is a fair and intelligent 
mode of selection, and it ought not to be 
broken down by special exceptions. Such 
exceptions are bad in themselves and 
still worse as precedents. The section 
authorizing them in the amended charter 
should be stricken out. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Going rather faster than is warranted 
by anything we have said in regard to the 
New York method of inflicting capital pun- 
ishmeng, The Electrical Review declares 
that THe Times “is beginning to see the 
light.” If this means that we are begin- 
ning even to suspect that in the prisons of 
this State murderers are executed, not by 
the current of electricity which is passed 
through their bodies, but by the instru- 
ments used in the subsequent autopsy, then 
The Electrical Review is mistaken, for we 
have no such suspicion, despite our respect 
for the technical knowledge of those who 
assert the terrible possibility that the shock 
inflicted in ‘‘ the chair’’ produces only un- 
consciousness. The question involves some- 
thing more than the gtatements of electric- 
al experts as against those of persons with 
no special information as to the effects of 
electricity on the human body; it involves 
also a conflict befween what the electrical 
experts say is possible, and what the med- 
ical experts say is actual. Many doctors of 
good repute and acknowledged ability have 
taken part in the autopsies which, accord- 
ing to The Blectrical Review, may be the 
real executions, but not one of them, so 
far as we know, ever found any reason for 


Quintillan as presenting a non-existing 
archaeological chimera as the usual artistic 
conception of the ‘ Peacemaker,’”’ con- 
founding the sword and the olive branch 
in the same symbolism. 

Watson utterly fails to catch the sense of 
the author. Quintilian’s purpose was to in- 
struct that the function of gestures was to 
emphasize the meaning of words, and that 
they must not suggest ideas foreign to the 
subject matter. In development of that 
idea, he describes a pose (‘‘ habitus ’’) much 
in vogue. and fancied to be very effective, 
but to his mind ridiculous, as follows: ‘“‘ A 
well-known attitude is struck, which, with 
the arm stretched out on a level with the 
ear, extends the hand with the thumb 
turned up (‘‘infesto pollice ’’)—the head be- 
ing inclined over the right shoulder after 
the manner of Pacificator as usually rep- 
resented in statuary.’’ As to the propriety 
of the orator stretching out his arm and 
hand with the thumb turned up when de- 
livering a thunderbolt of denunciation, 
Quintilian says nothing condemnatory, but 
(in order to give increased prominence to 
the turned-up thumb) to incline the head 
over the shoulder he satirizes as grotesque 
by saying it puayerts Pacificator with his 
head propitiatingly on one side. The com- 
bination is fantastic, because all that Pa- 
cificator stands for is contradictory of the 
vehement words intensified by the upturned 
thumb. So, in Paragraph 120, he says: 
‘**Some orators, when well pleased with 
their words, stand on tip-toe, and that is 
allowable,’ but the conjunction of one or 
both hands raised as high as possible he 
satirizes thus: ‘‘ Too suggestive of a waiter 
carrying a tray on his head.”’ 

Thus it is clear that Seusetian, so trans- 
lated as to give his obvious and intelligent 
meaning, does not antagonize but sustains 
Pliny and Juvenal. In fact, it is impossible 
to cite a single writer of antiquity in op- 
position. 

Horace, Epistle 1-18-66: ‘‘ Fautor utroque 
tuum laudabit pollice ludum,” (Your patron 
will show with both thumbs his complete 
satisfaction with your performance in the 
game,) is elliptical, but without obscurity, 
“presso’’ being necessarily implied in 
“ laudabit,”’ as “ verso’ would be in “ cul- 
pabit,” if substituted—analogous to 
modern expression, “applauded loudly "— 
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clapping of hands or cheers being necessari- 
Peplted, and conversely. The peyenciegy 

of the confusion on this subject is in the 

modern idiomatic use of the word down 

(to down a man with a blow,” “to down 

proud hearts "’) thrust into the interpreta- 

tion of an ancient idiom.

~ As a practical railroad man, no one be- 
lieves for a moment that he would take 
the stand he has on the three-cent propo- 
sition without positive knowledge of its 
soundness. : 

In ordering a revision of the tax lists he 
has stirred up the corporations to a realiz- 
ing sense of their indebtedness to the com- 
munity, which, naturally, has aroused their 
enmity. In short, he has already demon- 
strated in the few days he has held office 
that he is in dead earnest and under no 
obligation to any man, corporation, or 
party. 

It is doubtful if there is a Mayor of any 
city in the United States to-day who is as 
capable, honest, or more alive to the best 
interests of the community than is Tom L.

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SCULPTURE AT THE SOCIETY. 


Symbols from Rodin and Statuettes by 
Talented Americans. 


Sculpture at the Society of American 
Artists, in West Fifty-seventh Street, is 
by no means the afterthought it often ap- 
pears to be at the Academy exhibitions. 
There is enough of it to make its presence 
felt in the larger galleries, and it is also 
worth examination. Two marbles, by M. 
Auguste Rodin of Paris, are naturally the 
first things one turns to, after the obliga- 
tory tour of the walls has satisfied one of 
the general condition of painting at the 
twenty-third annual. 

It is well for our sculptors to see work 
by Rodin, just because he is entirely diz- 
ferent from the ordinary run of European 
statuarieS, Of course he is accused of af- 
fectation and “pose”; he is accustomed 
to live in an atmosphere of violent attack 
and equally violent praise. But since his 
work rouses antipathy in some natures and 
ecstasy in others, what is unwholesome will 
prove repulsive to those who should not 
attempt to work in that line, and what is 
novel and fruitful in his work will open 
the eyes of those who can receive the 
lesson to advantage. Naturally enough, a 
wider range of his statuary would be bet- 
ter, in order to study him fairly; neverthe- 
less, nearly everything he does has his 
strong and weak points represented. 

The two “decorative figures” recall in 
a superficial way the caryatid which sup- 
ports the weight of a superincumbent capi- 
tal or architrave, or rather the northern 
descendant of the caryatid, the carved fig- 
ure of Gothic and post-Gothie centuries 
which writhes under the weight, instead 
of supporting it blithely and with a certain 
godlike serenity, as do the maidens on 
the acropolis at Athens. Rodin merely in- 
dicates the weight by a shapeless mass of 
marble. At first glance one sees a woman 
on whom a.rugged stone has fallen, crush- 
ing her to the earth. But when one ex- 
amines these figures the idea of sudden 
violence, as well as the recollection of the 
writhen human figures of the northern 
Renaissance vanish. This is symbolism. 
Both represent in different and difficult 
attitudes a tragedy which is more likely 
to be one of modern life than anything 
drawn from storehouses of classic myth- 
ology or history. Are these symbols meant 
to represent womanhood crushed to earth, 
or, in female figures, does Rodin wish to 
symbolize mankind in general dragged 
down by the weight of animal passions? 
Or_is it mereiy the idea we find in Gene- 
sis, the curse of, labor attaching to man- 
kind? Be is as it may, the tragedy makes 
one stop to ponder, and then the technical 
execution attracts the attention. Faces 
and forms are seen through a film of 
smocth marble, a mist around the marble, 
if that expression be permitted. Realism 
is driven far away, realism such as many 
Italian sculptors love, even that somewhat 
coarse and rugged realism we find in some 
French masters. They are poignant in their 
mise~y, these little figures; they close their 
eyes in the agony of pain which has passed 
the point of outcry. They are crushed, yet 
not dead; suffering. yet unable to express 
themselves otherwise than by an utter 
surrender of hope, an inability to move an 
eyelid, a complete prostration under the 
heel of despair. 

The bronze portrait of Mr. S. Farnam, by 
Michel Tonetti, is an example of realism, 
but taht of the right sort, a living likeness 
yet a bit of art. It strikes one much more 
favorably than does Mr. Tonetti’s fountain 
of Swan ridden in triumph by Cupid. The 
latter is a rather florid and meaningless 
group, which runs back to the old myths 
of Zeus and Eros, yet is after all a rather 
erudely decorative affair. Cleverly mod- 
eled, full of rush and fanaticism is the 
bronze statuette by H. A. MacNeil, show- 
ing the Moqui priest hastening to liberate 
the sacred snakes after the Snake Dance, 
that exorcism of drought by which the 
Pueblo Indians hope to propitiate the gods 
of rain. Good also is Mr. MacNeil’s group 
of old seated Indian and standing Indian 
boy, called ‘The Sun Vow.” His bust of 
an Italian woman called ‘‘ Agnese”’ is 4 
fine thing. An inkstand in the Central Gal- 
Jery, by Mrs. MaeNeil, is a graceful and 
charming composition: of wiigea and fish- 
tailed women clustered in slumbering atti- 
tudes about a great flower—a combination 
of mermaid and flying fish, or winged de- 
mon, that is not without originality. Very 
pleasing is the plaster bust of a child 


ealled ‘‘ Margherita,’”’ and so_ is _ the 
“ Study.”” a woman seated with long hair 


raised in the left hand. Mrs. MacNeil’s 
‘“Samovar,’’ on the other hand, while a 
sprightly composition, is hurt by the 


strained positions of the three nude fig- 
ures which support the ring on which the 
samovar rests. These figures are rightly 
placed so far as they offer handles by 
which to grasp the samovar-rest; but even 
so,.it would have been better to adopt a 
position that is possible for human beings 
to maintain. 

A statuette, |‘‘ Youth.” by Charles A. 
Lopez, has a good deal of merit, though 
the back and legs seem unduly forceful in 
their muscular action, thus marring the 
pleasantly graceful, the springlike im- 
pression of the figurine when seen from 
the front. ‘“‘ The Empty Saddle,” by Henry 
Marvin Shrady, has all the technical 
cleverness of this young sculptor, but one 
may ask whether it tells its story alone, 
without the aid of a title. The ‘“ Ele- 
phant and Apple.” by W. G. R. Roth, Is 
a capital bit of fun, and very remarkable 
for the Barye-like truth to nature in the 
elephant’s anatomy, together with a feel- 
ing for the sculpturesque. Mr. A. Lukee- 
man sends a good portrait of Mr. Fromkes, 
and Mr. C. H. Niehaus an_ excellent 
portrait relief. Gail Sherman of Syracuse 
has a study in clay—a boy seated on a 
rock blowing a flute, which is meant for a 
fountain. There is a portrait bust in 
marble by Mr. H. K. Bush-Brown, and a 
portrait by Mr. J. Scott Hartley, together 
with a portrait of Mrs. D. in marble by 
Alexander Colebrooke, and a group, “‘ The~ 
Shell,”” by Austin Hays, while Miss Enid 
Yandell exhibits a ‘‘ Peri’’ statuette. 

Sculpture has taken such a start in New 
York, we have so many clever modelers 
of both sexes, that it is a pity none of our 
art organizations offer prizes in competi- 
tion or small sculpture, the winning 
statuette or relief to be issued to sub- 
seribers at a given price in a limited se 
righted edition, just as books of a high 
class are issued by societies like the Grolier 
Club. The Sculpture Society entertained a 
suggestion of this sort years ago, but it 
never seems to have felt its exchequer 
equal to the ‘task. The Municipal Art So- 
ciety proposes a competition for mural 
paintings suited to lunettes in the new 
wing of the Metropolitan Museum. Some 
of the clubs which spread a round sum an- 
nually in the purchase of paintings by 
native artists might vary their programme 
and help to encourage sculptufe on a 
scale suited to the drawing room or the 
library. 


STONY WOLDE SANATORIUM. 


Building Fund Committee Now Has on 
Hand Over $27,000. 

The Stony Wolde Sanatorium Building 
Fund Committee is prospering beyond its 
best hopes. It is now three months since 
its organization, and at a meeting at the 
house of Mrs. Henry C. Potter, 10 Wash- 
ington Square, yesterday afternoon it was 
announced that the Treasurer had on hand 
$27,063.81 toward the proposed building, so 
much needed for the tuberculosis patients 
of New York. : 

The Washington Square Auxiliary, under 
whose auspices the meeting was held, an- 
nounced at the beginning of the meeting 
that there was $844.50 in its own treasury, 
and before the guests had left the house 
this was increased to $1,100. The practical 
work cannot be begun until $100,000 is ob- 
tained, and this must be on hand before 
the Ist of June if arrangements are made 
this Summer to receive any of the many 
patients who are constantly applying for 
assistance. 


Second Wire on New Bridge Raised.

Proclaimed at Yesterday’s Secret 
Consistory at Rome. 


The Pope, in His Allocution, Denounces 
the Anti-Catholic Legislation 


in Europe. 


ROME, April 15.—At the secret consistory 
held to-day, Archbishop Martinelli, the Pa- 
pal Delegate in the United States was pre- 
conized a Cardinal. 

Eleven other Cardinals 
They are: Mer. Fripeti, Mgr. Cabagnis, 
Mer. San Miniatelli, Mgr. Ceunari, Mer. 
Della Volce, the Archbishop of Benevento, 
the Archbishop of Ferrara, the Archbishop 
of Prague, the Archbishop of Cracow, the 
Bishop of Verona, and the Bishop of Pavia. 

Russian Bishops of Mohiloff and Luzk 
were appointed. No appointment was made 
in the case of the vacant Bishopric of Port- 
land, Me. 

The Pope, in his allocution, said: 

“Sad and dangerous events have come 
to and are becoming more serious 
and spreading from one part of Europe to 
another. Several States, widely separated 
but united by an identical desire, have en- 
tered into open war against religion. The 
campaign is directed against the religious 
congregations, in order to destroy them 
gradually. Neither common law, nor equi- 
ty, nor the the congregations 
have prevailed to prevent their destruction. 
The desire is also manifested to prevent the 
youth from being educated by the congre- 
gations, of whom many pupils have become 
illustrious.”’ 

The Pontiff then spoke of the position of 
the Pope, which he said was most shame- 
ful and disagreeable. Alluding to the Di- 
vorce bill drawn up by a Socialist Deputy 
of the Italian Chamber, his Holiness said:

MGR. McMAHON DEAD. 


Was Once Pastor of St. Andrew's, This 
City —Considered the Richest 


Priest in the Country. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Mgr. James 
MeMahon died to-day at the Catholic Uni- 
versity, where he had made his headquar- 
ters for the last eight years, although not 
officially attached to the institution. The 
cause of his death was weakness due to 
old age. He will be buried here. 


Father McMahon, who was known as 
the wealthiest Roman Catholic priest in 
the country, even after hee-had given away 
large sums of money. and much property, 
was formerly pastor of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Duane Street and City Hall Place, 
this city. He was a native of Ireland, 
having been born there eighty-four years 
ago. After attending Maynooth College, of 
which his uncle was the President, he stud- 
ied divinity at the Seminary St. Sulpice in 
Paris, and later in the Sulpician Seminary 
of Montreal. In 1843 he came to New York, 
and was appointed assistant to Father 
William Starrs in old St. Mary’s Church 


by Bishop Hughes. Five years later he 
was made pastor-of the Church of St. John 
the Evangelist, which then owned the 
property upon which St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral now stands. 

When the site of his own church was re- 
moved to Fifty-fifth Street and First Ave- 
nue, in order to make way for the building 
of the cathedral, Father McMahon was 
placed in charge of the work on the new 
structure, in which duty he busied himself 
until 1t was completed. Then he was the 
pastor of the cathedral until 1880, when he 
went to St. Andrew's. About eight years 
ugo he retired from active work and went 
to Washington to live, after giving to the 
Catholic University New York real estate 
valued then at $408,000, over all incum- 
bre.nces. 

This gift was designated by Father Mc- 
Mahon to be used for the establishment of 
a school of theology. It was said, when 
the donation was made ee that the 
Father was still a very rich man. Later an 
arrangement was made whereby part of the 
money he gave was spent for the erection 
of o building for the university’s. use, 
which was called McMahon Hall and cost 
ahout $250,000. On account of the priest's 
bereficence the Pope conferred upon him 
special honors, among them being the title 
of Monsignor. 

Although this froecked Croesus was_ not 
born with money, he had, according to those 
who knew him, a business instinct from his 
early childhood. When he came to New 
York he had got together some money. It 
was not very much, but it grew fast, owing 
to its possessor’s fortunate real estate 
deals. One of his most fortunate purchases 
was in some land at Long Branch. First 
he bought the property with a syndicate, 
but later he bought out his partners, and 
after that the value of the land went up. 

Father McMahon was noted as a student 
of Hebrew and Biblical literature. In 1848 
he published a translation of the New Tes- 
tament based on Challoner's revision of the 
old Douay Bible. He was also a musician 
of no mean attainments, and was even 
skilled in the construction and management 
of pipe organs.

METHODIST CONFERENCE 
AGAINST THE RAINES LA 


Urges the Governor and Legislat- 
ure to Repeal It. 


The New England Plan of Entertaining 
Ministers Advocated and Criticised 
—Conference Relations. 


At the opening of the fifth day's session 
of the New York East Conference of the 
Methodist BPpiscopal Church yesterday a 
resolution condemning the Raines law and 
requesting the Legislature of this State to 
repeal it was introduced by the Rey. T. L. 
Poulson and passed without discussion. 
The resolution follows: 

Whereas, There are more than 12,000 saloons 
under the present 
Liquor Tax law have been turned into Raines 
law hotels, compelled to provide rooms and beds 
to all who may apply, thus opening the door 
to vice and crime; and 

Whereas, There are many 
where the young are enticed to 
frequently indulge in many forms of vice, 
believing that the Raines law hotels and concert 
halls are responsible in a large degree for the 
debauchery and crime in the City of New York 
at the present time, we respectfully request the 
Governor and Legislature of the State of New 
York that they enact such amendments to the 
Liquor Tax Law as will effectually prevent the 
continuance of Raines law hotels and such con- 
cert halls. 
The Session took up the matter of con- 
ference entertainment. The Rev. H. |} 
Beattys asked to have what was known 
as the New England plan of entertain- 
ment, that plan being to place the ministers 
in some hotel and to assess the various 
churches represented in the conference. 
He said: 
“It is humiliating to go about and ring 
the door bells and say, ‘ Please take me in.’ 
This is humiliating, | say, and puts us in 
the class of high-toned beggars. I have 
the honor of being the pastor of a church 
where the members live largely in their 
own houses, but I think I was two weeks 
going from door to door, trying to find 
places for the ministers I had agreed to 
entertain. I believe that the churches 
would be very willing to raise the amount 
necessary. I say I am humiliated, and if I 
had a dollar left I would prefer to go to 
a hotel and pay my bill like a man. 

‘The talk of the wholesome delight of 
peng entertained in homes, and the Christ- 
like influence of the ministers in the homes 
is all right; but it is not an argument for 
unnecessarily burdening people.”’ 

Dr. James M. Buckley opposed the New 
England plan. He said: 

‘Whenever I am to be entertained by an 
old friend you could not get me to go to a 
hotel if you were to offer me the bridal 
suite. [I am in favor of plan between the 
New England way and the old way, and 
that is to get all who are willing to enter- 
tain and then to tax the churches for the 
rest. | have seen how the New England 
system worked in hotels myself, and 1 am 
heartily opposed to it. 

‘“*In a hotel where fifty or sixty members 
of the Conference were stopping the atmos- 
phere was more that of a rollicking class re- 
union than of anything else. There were no 
prayers; only the careful recital of anec- 
dotes and each brother trying to outdo the 
last storyteller.

DEATH OF A. C. McCLURG. 


Head of Chicago Publishing House Ex- 
pires at St. Augustine, Where He 
Went to Seek Health. 


CHICAGO, April 15.—A telegram received 
here announces the death to-day, at St. 
Augustine, Fla., of Gen. A. C. McClurg, 
head of the publishing house of A. C. Mc- 
Clurg & Co. Gen, McClurg’s health began 
to fail a year ago, and during last Winter 
he went to Palm Beach, Fla., later remov- 
ing to St. Augustine, where his death oc- 
curred, 


Alexander C. McClurg won an enviable 
position as a soldier, accumulated large 
capital as a business man, and received 
deserved praise for his contributions to 
periodicals of the higher class. He was 


greatly interested in economic questions, 
and one of his latest acts was the reor- 
ganization of his immense book business 
on the lines of industrial co-operation. He 
was born in Philadelphia sixty-seven years 
ago, but grew up in Pittsburg. After being 
graduated from Miami University in 185%, 
he went to Chicago and became a clerk in 
the book store of S. C. Griggs & Co. He 
was well situated when the war broke out, 
but he gave up his prospects in 1862 to en- 
ter the army, enlisting as a private soldier. 
Later he became Captain of the Eighty- 
eighth Illinois Volunteers, and was after- 
ward promoted to Lieutenant Colonel, being 
breveted a Colonel and Brigadier General. 

Gen. McClurg was Chief of Staff of the 
Fourteenth Army Corps and participated in 
the battles of Perryville, Stone River, 
Chickamauga, and Missionary Ridge. He 
also accompanied Sherman to the sea. 

After Appomattox he became a partner in 
the Griggs establishment, which firm be- 
came known as Jansen, McClurg & Co., 
and later as A. C. McClurg & Co. He 
breught the concern into prominence as one 
of the largest book-distributing companies 
in the United States. The house, with all 
its valuable contents, was burned in 1809, 
and Gen. McClurg almost immediately an- 
nounced that he would retire from active 
business and devote himself to literary pur- 
suits. The demand was so strong for a 
reorganization, however, that a corpora- 
tion was organized with a capital of $600,- 
000, and he was made its President. Much 
of the stock was distributed gratis among 
employes, who were also permitted to buy 
shares on easy terms. 


GEN. GRAS IS DEAD. 


He Was the Inventor of the French 
Rifle Which Bears His Name. 
AUXERRE, April 15.—Gen. Gras, invent- 
or of the rifle which bears his name, died 
here to-day from apoplexy. 


Basile Gras was born at Saint Amans de 
Pellaga, Tarn-et-Garonne, in 1836. He en- 
tered the Polytechnic School in 1854, and 
afterward entered the army as a Second 
Lieutenant of Artillery. He soon displayed 
great ability as an artillerist, and was 
engaged in instructing young officers. 

After the war of 1870, the French War 
Department desired to effect a complete 
change in the armament in use, and the 
then Capt. Gras presented a model of a 
rifle for which metallic cartridges were to 
be used. In 1874 the authorities accepted 
the model, and the Gras rifle was employed 
in Africa and Tonquin with good results, 
it was afterward replaced by other models, 
but the military authorities proved their 
gratitude to the inventor by quickly pro- 
moting him. In 1882 he had attained the 
rank of Colonel, and was made Inspector 
of Arms at Paris. Six years later he was 
a Brigadier General, and was made In- 
spector of the Manufacture of Arms for 
the entire army. In 1887 he was appointed 
a Commander of the Legion of Honor.

Unveiling Exercises in the Central

Big Squad of Police Attended to Keep 
Expected Crowd in Order — About 
Two Dozen Persons Attended. 


the bronze bust of Charles 
Broadway Rouss. It was unveiled in the 
Arsenal in Central Park yesterday in the 
rresence of cighteen residents of New York, 


The city has 


six women of the South, and a few attachés 
of the Park Department. 

Immediately after the unveiling exercises 
it was placed on a little bench behind the 
stenographer'’s desk with books and papers 
for which there is no immediate use, cer- 


tain rules, prescribed by a city ordinance, 
about placing a statue or bust on exhibition 


for public edification, before the person 
whom it glorifies is dead, bar the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, as well as the Park 
Department, from giving it a better place 
for some time to come. The Metropolitan 
Museum has made it a law not to add as 
an exhibit to its collection any portrait or 
statue of man who has not been dead 
five years. The Park Department merely 
makes it an imperative rule that the man 
shall be dead. 

But the gift of the women of the South 
Was received just the same. The limiting 
city ordinance says nothing about receiv- 
ing, and the city took advantage of the

He expressed 
regret that there had been criticisms about 
the propriety of accepting the gift on the 
part of the city, and said that he hoped 
the criticisms would be corrected. Miss 
Hallie Erminie Rives was not present at 
the exercises, but. Col. A. G. Dickinson, 
who claims some of the credit of having 


added the work of Pompeo Coppini to the 
city’s art collection, was. 
Only one person present represented the 


indignant residents of New York. He was 
Joachim Maidhof, a veteran of the civil 
war and a merchant who lives at 69 East 
Ninety-second Street. He was willing, he 
said, to waive certain unpleasantnesses 
which he had with Mr. Rouss during the 
civil struggle in which both men took part, 
but he expressed himself as disinclined to 
gulp down the sentiment that Mr. Rouss 
had merited the honor which was_ being 
bestowed upon him as a citizen of New 
York, and characterized the proce edings as 
an ‘ imposition 

Aside from the undertone criticisms of 
Mr. Maidhof there was no jarring note 
unless fault were found with the music 
which the Ninth Regiment band provided, 
under the leadership of Fred Bent. Walter 
S. Logan presided over the exercises, but 
he made no introductory address, although 
he had been scheduled to make one, but 
confined himself to speeches interjected 
between those of the other speakers on the 
programme, and finally with saying what 
he said another well-known man who was 
present would say if he chose. 

MR. GUGGENHEIMER’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Logan promptly gave Mr. Guggen- 
heimer his opportunity to speak, and this 
is a part of what the President of the Coun- 
cil, acting for the Mayor, said: 

The admirers of Charles Broadway 
Rouss have performed a graceful act in 
presenting to the City of New York a 
bronze bust of our fellow-citizen in recog- 
nition of his .sterling character and public 
spirit; and this municipality, which I have 


the honor to represent this morning, bears 
testimony to the high esteem in which Mr. 
Rouss is held by all who have been brought 
into contact with him. 

‘““T do not wonder, therefore, that such 
distinguished women of the South as Mrs. 
Jefferson Davis, Mrs. John C. Calhoun, 
Mrs. Helen B. Reid, Miss H, Erminie Rives, 
and a number of other representatives of 
chivalrous Southern womanhood desire to 
mark by their presentation to the City of 
New York of this beautiful bust their appre- 
ciation of the gallantry and fidelity of 
principle displayed by Mr. Rouss during the 
shrieking tempest which raged between the 
North and South. 

‘**Mr. Rouss has never forgotten the land 
of his nativity. His benefactions have been 
numerous. To the City of Winchester, 
which was the scene of his early business 
struggles, he gave $30,000 for the develop- 
ment of its water supply. He has contrib- 





uted thousands of dollars to adorn the 
Winchester cemetery, in which lie the hon- 
ored remains of so many Southern heroes, 
who fought side by side with him during 
the civil war. By his generosity he has 
beautified Mount Hope Cemetery, and has 
borne testimony to his loyalty to*the prin- 
ciples of the Confederacy by erecting a 
monument *To the memory of the Con- 
federate Camp of New York.’ 

“It is within the memory of those to 
whom I have the honor of speaking this 
afternoon that Mr. Rouss presented to the 
City of New York a double statue of Wash- 
ington and Lafayette, which is, in the 
Judgment of connoisseurs, a distinct addi- 
tion to the art treasures of-the city. 

‘He has displayed his interest in the 
cause of education by giving a donation of 
830,000 to the University of Virginia and by 


erecting a memorial hall, at the expense of 
$100,000, to commemorate the self-sacrifice 
and heroism of the men who struggled so 
gallantly for the lost cause. It will not be 
forgotten to his credit by the men and wo- 
men of this generation that when the Span- 
ish-American war broke out he was among 
the first business men of this community to 


assure his employes that thbir positions, if 


they volunteered for service in the field, 
would be kept open for them against their 
return.”’ 

Mr. Guggenheimer read his speech. He 
allowed himself no great alteration in the 
intonation of his voice. There was applause 
when Mr. Guggenheimer had concluded 
applause whieh was limited in its volume of 
sound, because those who applauded were 
few, and many of them handicapped also 
by the fact that they wore kid gloves. The 
music from the brass band came to the res- 
cue with ‘** Marvland, My Maryland.” 

PRESIDENT CLAUSEN'S REMARKS. 

President Clausen also threw oratory to 
the winds and confined himself to a speech 
in the conversational tone of voice. He laid 
a little stress on the fact that he had had 


the pleasure of accepting the Washington- 
Lafayette statue from the man who was 
being honored, and that he looked upon Mr. 
Rouss as a philanthropist. The rest of what 
he said was substantially as follows: 


‘In accepting for the Park Department 
the care of this work of art I may venture 
to add a word of recognition of a feature 
and a sentiment connecyed with it in my 
mind. It seems to me to have a value in 


being one more connecting link between the 
people of the South and those of the North, 
who are one together in this, the dawn of 
the new century, in patriotism, in citizen- 
ship, and.in aspirations. 

‘“*Tt will be preserved in a manner which 
will be satisfactory to the people of the 
North and the South. The criticisms which 
have been made of it should be corrected. 
I know that the people of New York and of 
the South are united in the belief that Mr. 
Rouss is a philanthropist. He has achieved 
what few men achieve. He has accom- 
plished these achievements under great 
physical difficulties. 

*T have had the pleasure of accepting 
a gift from Mr. Rouss which now adorns 
the locality of Morningside Park, and 
which is a credit to the city. I honor him 


for that.” 

The subject “Charles B. Rouss, Soldier 
and Citizen,’ was left to Edward Owen, 
Commander of the Confederate Veteran 
Camp of New York. He gave a review of 
Mr. Rouss’s career as a Confederate sol- 
dier, but mentioned none of the incidents 
which Mr. Maidhof remembered so well. 

Mr. Logan also spoke. He had a good 
many nice things to say about the ladies 
after he had straightened out a statement 
which he made at the beginniag of the ex- 
ercises, when he said he had been chosen 
to preside over the exercises because he 
was neither a Northerner nor a Southerner, 
but a ‘** Connecticut Yankee.’ 

‘““T am a Connecticut Yankee because my 
parents came from Connecticut,’’ he went 
on, ‘but I am a Southerner if living in 
tne South for any length of time makes a 
man a Southerner. [| underwent a civil 
service examination there.’ 

In speaking of the various departments 
of activity into which women were crowd- 
ing, Mr. Logan touched upon literature, and 
mentioned Miss Rives as an example of 
what women had asoeee eee in that line. 
Her recent novel, he s had already at- 
tained a sale of 125,000 ie It was be- 
lieved by everybody present that he alluded 
to the authoress’s recent production, 
‘Smoking Flax.” 

John C. Calhoun was called upon by Mr. 
Logan to make a speech, but declined. Mr. 
Logan then made the speech himself, quali- 
fying everything he said by the statement 
that Mr. Calnoun would tell you’ thus 
and so. 

The only person down on the programme

among the committee of women of the 
South who was called upon to speak was 
She touched upon the 
egotism in the male breast a bit, by telling 


the auditors that men usually applauded 
her speeches. “ But,"’ she added, ‘‘I usu- 


ally make use of the great thoughts of men 
when I speak, and so it is their own ideas 
coming back to them which men applaud.’ 
In conclusion Mrs. McLean said that she 
had married a New York gentleman, and 
therefore felt very kindly disposed toward 
New York. 

The entire exercises which put the bust 

of Charles (Broadway) Rouss into the pos- 
session of the city lasted about an hour. 
Mr. Clausen, when asked what the Park 
Department proposed to do with the gift, 
said it will be kept until it. can be legally 
placed in a public position. 
A big squad of police had been ordered 
to attend the unveiling to keep the crowds 
in order. They were dismissed before the 
exercises began, because the crowds failed 
to materialize.

Murray O'Neill, twenty-one years old, of 
58 West Twenty-sixth Street, a locomobile 
chaffeur, employed by Douglas Robinson of 
422 Madison Avenue, the brother-in-law of 
Vice President Roosevelt, was arraigned in

A HOME FOR THEIR PASTOR. 


A $30,000 Present. to Parish in Honor of 
the Rev. M. A. Taylor’s Twenty- 
fifth Ordination Anniversary. 


The parishioners of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment Church, located at Broadway and 
Seventy-first Street, on Sunday presented 
to the parish, of which the Rev. Matthew 
A. Taylor is rector, a handsome parochial 
residence. The gift was in honor of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the ordination 
of Father Tayloi to the priesthood. The 
new parish residence cost $30,000. 

The new rectory adjoins the church on 
West Seventy-first Street. It was formerly 
a private residence, and was at one time 
used as a Clubhouse. Lt is roomy and well 


adapted to the purposes of a parish resi- 
dence. 

Father Taylor is a native of New York. 
He has been with the Blessed ‘Sacrament

Application for an Order for His Com- 
mitment to be Made This 
Morning.

The case against Councilman Stewart M. 
Brice, for whose arrest an order of com- 
mitment was to have been issued yester- 
day, has been postponed until 10:30 o’clock 
this morning, when L. Laflin Kellogg will 
apply to have the order entered before Jus- 
tice Scott. The delay was granted :-by Mr. 
Kellogg on the request of John M. Bowers, 
who appears for the first time actively as 
attorney for Mr. Brice, James W. Gerard, 
Jr.. of his firm, having represented the 
respondent before Referee Arthur. 


Councilman Brice has returned to the 
city. One account says that he has not 
been out of town at all, but that he has 


been living quietly at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel since last Tuesday. The order of 
procedure to-day will be this: The attorney 
for John Pierce, relator in the proceedings 
against the Councilman, will ask that the 
order of arrest be entered. Then, if an ap- 
peal is to be taken, Mr. Bowers-will go be- 
fore Justice Andrews and ask for a stay 
peifding such appeal, setting forth the rea- 
son for going to a higher court. This or- 
der will be made returnable before Justice 
O'Gorman, who will pass upon it probably 
this afternoon. If he should not pass upon 
it before to-morrow, the question as to 
where Mr. Brice will spend to-night is an 
open one, as an appeal does not of itself, 
without an order, act as a stay. 

Justice O’Gorman would be following a 
well-established precedent, it is said, if he 
should order Mr. Brice to pay the sum of 
$475.35, the amount of his fine, into court 
until the final disposal of the case against 
him. 

In the order which is to be presented to- 
day. the county jail (Ludlow Street) is 
specified as the prison in which Mr. Brice 
is to be confined. As its form was approved 
by the attorneys for both sides, Mr. Brice’s 
friends have presumably abandoned all 
thought of having some private house or 
hote] designated as a jail for his especial 
benefit.

COSTLY PAIR OF SHOES. 


Shoemaker Charged Carpenter $200— 
He Refused to Pay, Was Sued, 
and Must Pay Costs. 


An expert witness in the Eighth Munici- 
pal Court Judge Steiner sitting, took off 
his shoes yesterday in order to demon- 
strate that he was telling the truth. 
testimony evidently carrjed weight, 
resulted in a verdict of $208 against George 
Carpenter, a real estate dealer, the amount 
being the purchase priee of a single pair 
of shoes. Court costs and other expenses 
increase the price to more than $225. 

The defendant was sued by Matthew Hil- 
gert, who had made a pair of shoes for his 


brother. They were of peculiar pattern on 
account of the malformation of Mr. Car- 
penter’s feet. It was necessary to first 
make a cast and afterward build the shoe 
around it. Mr. Carpenter said that he had 
expected to pay about $8 or $10, and he 
therefore demurred when confronted with a 
bill of more than $200. W. D. Brooke, a 
glass dealer of 44 Barclay Street, for whom 
Mr. Hilgert made a similar_pair of shoes, 
testified that he had paid $250 for the pair, 
and that he would have considered them 
cheap at $1,000. In order to make his point 
clear he took off the shoes and pointed out 
ee excellence. 

came out in the testimony that Mr. 
Gatpenter had, before getting the shoes 
from Hilgert, been compelled at times to 
crawl about the house on account of the 
pain incident to walking. He was asked if- 
he had not called the shoemaker his ‘* God 
on earth,’’ and would not deny that he had 
done so. 








LIBRARY ENABLING BILL. 


Mayor Will Approve the Measure Au- 
thorizing the City to Accept Mr. 
Carnegie’s Gift. 


Mayor Van Wyck gave a hearing yester- 
day afternoon on the bill enabling the City 
of New York to accept the $5,200,000 gift 
of Andrew Carnegie for the erection of 
sixty-five libraries. This act was drawn by 
Corporation Counsel Whalen, George L., 
Rives, and Deputy Controller Levey.

Te 
asserted that the constantly changing cen- 
tre of population would make some of the 
library buildings useless at some future 
time, but still the city would have to con- 
tinue maintaining them. 

Mayor Van Wyck said he would not an- 
swer the questions. No opposition appeared 
to the bill, and Mayor Van Wyck will re- 
turn the measure to Albany with his ap- 
proval. 


oO’ BRIEN BOYS ARRESTED. 


In Court for Fourth Time for Begging— 
Their Father, P. E. O’Brien, Held. 


Edward and Morgan J. O'Brien, the lit- 
tle boys who were arrested on April 5 at 
Thirty-eighth Street and Fifth Avenue 
while begging, were again arraigned in the 
Jefferson Market Court yesterday and were 
discharged by Magistrate Olmsted, as the 
Children’s Society did not wish to push 
the complaint against them. 

Gerry Agent Meiers, however, preferred 
a complaint against the father of the boys, 
Patrick Edward O'Brien, of 550 West Fif- 
ty-third Street, for failing to restrain his 
sons, and Magistrate Olmsted held him in 
$300 bail for trial at Special Sessions. He 
was fined $25 in Special Sessions several 
months ago for the same offense. Mr. 
O’Brien is a nephew of Judge Morgan J. 
O'Brien, and is worth $75,000. This is the 
fourth time that the son Edward has been 
arrested for begging on the streets.

ENGLISH MARKET DEPRESSION. 


Much uneasiness is felt abroad con- 
cerning the steady decline in British se- 
curities. The shrinkage has been prac- 
tically continuous since the early part of 
1898, and has been especially accelerated 
since March, 1899. Consols, which, un- 
like United States bonds, are a specula- 
tive as well as an investment feature, 
have declined nearly 19 points from their 
highest price of 114, and are fluctuating 
feebly between 95 and 96. This repre- 
sents a loss in capital value of: $500,000, - 
000. . A.corresponding fall of 15 points 
has occurred in Bank of England stock. 
Municipal corporation stocks have de- 
clined from 4 to 23 points, Colonial stocks 
from 1 to 7 points, while in railway se- 
curities the shrinkage has been more se- 
rious. Debenture stocks are down from 
6 to 61 points, guaranteed stocks from 6 
to 46 points, preference stocks from 6 to 
56 points, and ordinary and deferred 
stocks from 4 to 57 points. 

And apparently the worst has not yet 
been seen. The best opinion abroad is 
that further shrinkage must ensue be- 
fore values are adjusted to changed con- 
ditions. The movement has its origin in 
deep-rooted causes; British trade has 
been declining, railway earnings are de- 
creasing, war disbursements go on at a 
huge rate. Great Britain grows poorer, 
British statesmen and political econo- 
mists are wrestling with the problem 
presented, and British merchants and 
manufacturers are filled with gloomy ap- 
prehension. This feeling has lately 
found voice in the alarm with which the 
formation of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration has been hailed in Europe. 
America looms up as a formidable com- 
petitor in fields hitherto practically con- 
trolled by England, and America brings 
to the contest expanding energy and the 
vast resources of a self-supporting con- 
tinent. The whole situation is summed 
up in a contrast between the course of 
prices on the London and New York 
Stock Exchanges. The steady advance in 
American securities is the expression of 
the same world forces in action that 
cause the steady decline in British secur- 
ities. The two markets offer differing 
views of the same fact. 

Another consideration for the mvestor 

is the probability of English capital 
seeking investment here. Despite the 
shrinkage in the sum total of wealth 
there are still more individuals of con- 
siderable private fortune in England 
than in any other country. The timidity 
of capital is proverbial, and before long 
it may not be considered surprising to 
find English investors forsaking home 
investments of doubtful future for Amer- 
ican investments of hopeful promise. For 
the last five years American securities 
have been coming in a steady stream 
from England to America because a mar- 
ket could be found here capable of ab- 
sorbing them without depreciation of 
and to that extent English: sales 
of American securities have tended to 
steady the English market. But that 
resource is now reduced to a maximum, 
and if the downward movement in Lon- 
don assumes, as seems probable, a graver 
character, English floating capital will 
in the nature of things seek safe and 
profitable employment elsewhere. 
It may sound paradoxical to assert 
that growing uncertainty in Great Brit- 
ain may drive British capital to invest- 
ment in America, but reflection will con- 
firm the soundness of the argument.

Westervelt and Herlihy Summoned 
to Appear in Court. 








Accused of Neglect of Duty in Failing 


to Suppress Unlawful Resorts— 


District Attorney’s Evidence. 


Summonses were issued yesterday against 
Police Captains Josiah Westervelt and 
John D. Herlihy to appear to-day in the 
Centre Street Police Court before Magis- 
trate Cornell to answer charges of neglect 
of duty.

A POLICEMAN ACCUSED. 


Contractor's Charge of Extortion 
Against Patrolman Leary — Mag- 


istrate Cornell’s Action. 

Peliceman John P. Leary of the Oak Street 
Station, accompanied by Capt. Vreden- 
burgh of the same precinct and Deputy 
Assistant District Attorney Keith, appeared 
before Magistrate Cornell, in the Centre

He 
charges that Leary first made a complaint 
that his foreman was piling up bricks out- 
side the stoop line, again that the débris 
was not properly cleared from the street, 
and again that brick and other material 
were not being properly hoisted and low- 
ered. It was charged that the policeman 
hinted that the matter might be “ fixed” 
and that Triplerm through an indirect chan- 
nei, paid Leary $10. The contractor after- 
ward went to the Oak Street Station and 
tola Capt. Vredenburgh the circumstances, 
and said he wanted to make charges 
against the policeman. 

Magistrate Cornell set the case down for 
a hearing to-morrow morning, and Police- 
man Leary promised to appear without a 
summons.

TRUST CREATED BY SAVINGS BANK Dz- 
Posit.—James Martin, who was a depositor

to John Martin, telling him to “ take 
charge of them and see that what ‘was 


right was done with them,’ and added that 
William ‘‘ was worthy of being helped.”’ 
John Martin, as executor of James, got 
Judgment in a suit against the bank to re- 
cover this fund with other deposits. Wiil- 
jam Mariin was made defendant by order 
of the Court, in lieu of the bank, which 
was willing to pay the rightful owner. The 
Fourth Appellate Division reversed the 
judgment, holding, in an opinion by Jus- 
tice Spring, that the transaction consr- 
tuted a trust in favor of William Martin, 
the validity of which was not impaired 
by the fact that William was ignorant of 
it, and that James Martin kept the pass- 
book in his possession until a few days 
before his death.

MR. CONLIN’S WILL CONTESTED. 


His Large Bequests to Charitable In- 
stitutions—Claims of Widow 


and Heirs. 

John P. Conlin executed a will which left 
all but $5,000 of his hundred-thousand-dol- 
lar estate to charitable institutions. Nu- 
merous legal complications have resulted, 
and although Mr. Conlin died in June, 1809, 
there is little prospect that the disposition 
of his estate will be finally settled for sev- 
eral years to come. He owned valuable 
property on Worth and Mott Streets. 

Mr. Conlin was at San José, Cal., when 
he died. It was supposed at the time that 
he was unmarried. His body was brought 
on here and buried, and then his will was 
read. It left $5,000 in legacies to two cous- 
ins. The balance of the estate was to be 
divided equally between the Mission of the 
Immaculate Virgin for Protecting Homeless 
and Destitute Children and the Home for 
the Aged of the Little Sisters of the Poor. 
The will was duly probated and the two 
institutions supposed they were about to 
get the money when Mrs. Conlin appeared. 

She did not object to the will and at- 
tempted no contest. Instead she went into 
the Supreme Court and demanded a dower 


right in the estate. This case was tried 
before Justice Truax, and it was found that 
Mrs. Conlin was duly entitled to a life in- 


terest in one-third of the real estate. 

Then the next complication arose. 
Chapter 360 of the laws of 
vided that when a testator leaves a wife, 
child, father, or mother he cannot leave 
more than one-half of his estate to charita- 
ble institutions. Under this law the collat- 
eral heirs of Mr. Conlin decided to come in 
and claim a portion of the $100,000, and 
accordingly they asked the Supreme Court 
to again construe the will and determine 
who were the collateral heirs and at the 
same time set aside the portion of the es- 
tate due them over and -above the claim of 
Mrs. Conlin. The hearing on this applica- 
tion was oy Justice O'Gorman, and 
yesterday he handed down an opinion nam- 
ing the five collateral heirs who would 
come into a share of the property. 

While this litigation was in progress Mrs. 
Conlin again intervened and began an ac- 
tion to recover the entire estate. Her ac- 
tion Is direeted against the charitable in- 
stitutions and all the collateral heirs. She 
claims that the estate belongs to her un- 
der an agreement she had with Mr. Conlin. 
She says that in consideration of the serv- 
ices she rendered him and the loaning to 
him of certain sums of money she was to

ALASKA TRADING TRUST 


The Navigation Companies Con- 
solidated Into Two Organi- 
zations. 











Northern Commercial and Northern 
Navigation Corporations’ Plans— 


Mr. De Young’s Statement. 





All the Alaska trading and navigation 
companies have been consolidated into two 
organizations, giving them a monopoly of 
the commercial wharfage, trading, and 
navigation in the Yukon, Klondike, and 
Cape Nome gold regions. 

The new companies were incorporated at 
Trenton, N. J., yesterday under the names, 
respectively, of the Northern Commercial 
and Northern Navigation Companies. It 
was the original intention of the incor- 
porators to use the name, Yukon, but this 
idea was abandoned a few days ago, The 
incorporators in both companies are Leon 
Sloss, Isaac Liebes, George H. Higbee, and 
William Thomas, all of San Francisco. 

The amalgamation embraces the Alaska 
Commercial Company, the North American 
Transportation and Trading Company, 
(Cudahy’s,) the Alaska Exploration Com- 
pany, the Empire Transportation Company, 
and the Seattle-Yukon Transportation Com- 
pany. These are the five largest concerns 
doing business in and about the Alaska 
gold fields. 

The principal business of the two newly 
organized companies will be transacted in 
San Francisco. The Eastern office will be 
in Camden, N. J. 

The Northern Navigation Company is 
capitalized at $1,700,000, in 17,000 shares. 
There will also be an issue of $1,500,000 of 
5 per cent. gold bonds, of which $200,000 
will be placed in the Treasury. 

The capital stock of the Northern Com- 
mercial Company is $2,750,000, in 27,500 


shares. In addition, there will be $4,250,- 
000 of 5 per cent. gold bonds, $2. 000,000 of 
vendors’ bonds, $2,000,000 of ‘working cap- 
ital bonds, and $250,000 in bonds placed in 
the Treasury. 

M. H. De Young of San Francisco, one 
of the persons interested in the new com- 
panies, was seen at the Waldorf-Astoria 
last night, when he said to a NEw YorkK 
TIMES reporter: 

‘*Now that the secret is out, I see no 
harm in giving you the details. The com- 
panies were inccrporated to-day. The new 
organization simply means a combination 
of all the leading commercial and naviga- 
tion companies having business in Alaska. 

‘* Except such wharves and other prop- 
erties as hve been taken by the Govern- 
ment, our corporations will control all the 
wharfage, trading stores and stations, ves- 
sels plying between the United States and 
Alaska, and other privileges necessary to 
a profitable conduct of the business.

PALISADES IMPROVEM ENT PLAN 


Costly Park Along the Base of the Cliff 
Not Contemplated by the 
Commission.

George W. Perkins of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
President of the New York commission “ to 
preserve the scenery of the Palisades,”’ 
yesterday made a statement designed to 
correct the impression that the plan of the 
joint commission in charge of this work is 
to undertake a costly and extensive park 
scheme along the base of the cliff. Under 
its present plan the work of the commission 
will be limited to the purchase of the land 
between the river bank and the top of the 
cliff and the building of a roadway along 
the west bank of the river, to be reached 
by ferry from New York. What is done 
after this is accomplished will depend upon 
the disposition of the States interested in 
the joint ownership of the reservation. 

The first aim of the commission, says Mr. 
Perkins, was to stop the blasting. This 
could be accomplished only by condemna- 
tion proceedings or by the purchase of the 
land where the blasting was going on. It 
was decided to plan for the purchase of the 
property. 

Under the scheme devised, the money ap- 
propriated by New Jersey for the use of 
the commission was to be devoted to sur- 
veys, searching of titles, &c. The $10,000 
provided by New York was to be used as 
the nucleus for a fund to be ultimately de- 
voted to the purchase ofthe property. 

On a targe proportion of the property be- 
tween Fort Lee and Sneden’s Landing, 
where blasting was not going on, the com- 
mission secured options without expense 
On the property where blasting was in 
progress the commission secured an option 
until June, 1901, by the payment of $10,000. 
Blasting was to be stopped in the mean- 
time, and a balance of $122,500 be paid if 
it was decided to acquire the land. 

Conditional subscriptions were then se- 
cured from.private persons in New. York, 
the conditions being that the Legislatures 
of New York and New Jersey provide 
money for the purchase of all the property 
on which the commission has options be- 
tween Fort Lee and Huyler’s Landing, and 
that a sufficient sum be furnished to build 
a driveway along the base of the Pali- 
sades. 

Mr. Perkins expresses regret that the im- 
pression has gained ground that the com- 
mission purposes to undertake a costly and 
extensive scheme of landscape fer enins 
on the west bank of the river. States 
of New York.and New Jersey may at some 
time in the future deem’such a plan advan- 
tageous, but it is no part of the work of the 
present ‘commission.
